Tells of Wire Tapping. 

Fred Wilkins, proprietor of an electrical 
repair shop at 1550 South Wabash avenue, 
explained some of the secrets of the wire 
tapping game. 

“One of my assistants, Carrick, told me 
the instrument was a fake wire tapping con- 
trivance,” sald Wilkins. He remarked at 
the time ‘here's where n. sucker gets 
stung.’ 

“When Boarman broveht it in I turned it 
over to my two men and they repaired it. It 
was a simple contrivance and was operated 
by means of a foot lever which gave the vic- 
tim the impression the operator was receiv- 
ing a message over the wire. The fake oper- 
ator would send his messages by means of 
a regulation telegraph instrument.” 

Wilkins declared he did not know De Cov- 
erly or any of the residents at 1710 South 
Michigan avenue. 

Fixes Fake Instrument. 

William Carrick, the man who repaired the 
fake telegraph instrument, told of the inci- 
dents connected with the affair. 

“The instrument was brought to me and 
I repaired and connected the parts. A negro 
boy brought it in,” he said. 

„„ asked him what sucker he was plan- 
ning to bump. He laughed and said de 
didn't know.” 

„After you repaired the device were you 
paid by the boy?” Fd 

„ No, He said Mr.. Canale. who runs a 
cigar store in Eighteenth street and Mich- 
gan avenue, would pay for the work. Later 
the boy came in with 50 cents.” 

Is there such a thing as a bona fide wire 
tapper's instrument?" he was asked. 

“Yes, sir. The fake instrument is a low 
voltage affair and wouldn't carry more than 
two blocks.

OO skilled workers in the navy yards 
throughout the United States today were 
placed under the protection of civil service 
by executive order of President Taft. The 
president’s order was issued with the ap- 
proval of the civil service commission and 
in accordance with an opinion by Attorney 
General Wickereham. 

No employés below the grade of skilled 
mechanics will be affected by the order. A 
recent conference of navy yard commandants 
recommended that the men be placed in the 
classified service, 

Tool makers, electricians, stone cutters, 
machinists, masons, moulders, ordinance 
men, plumbers, and others will be affected. 

The order must become effective not later 
than June 20, next. It <{fects all navy yard 
employés except common laborers. 

The new regulations. which are now 
promulgated by executive order, provide for 
competitive examination and that district 
secretaries of thy civil service commission 
shall be members of the various labor boards.

Diary Shows He Believed Books 
Were Guided by Divine Will. 


SAW PROFIT TO THE PEOPLE. 


Request Made That He Be Buried 
Without Ceremeny or Notice.

PARIS. Dec. 7. —-One ot the most striking 

sentences in the diary ot the late Count Leo 
Tolstoi (which is printed this evening in the 
Journal des Debats as his hitherto unpub- 
lished testament and was replaced by a brief 
formal will dated: July 27,1010, by which he 
left all his Hterary property to bis daughter: 
Alexandra) reads: 

“If the people of the world wish to read’ 
my writings, let them dwell upon thoes pas 
sages where I know the divine power has 
spoken through me and let them profit om 
them througout their lives." 

The diary is printed on the authority é6f 
Count Sergius Tolstoi. It was written by 
his father under date of March 27, 1896. 
Count Leo Tolstol asked that all refrain 
trom saying good of him after his death 


Tells of Divine Power. | 

After referring ta hintself as thie interpret- 
er of divine power ho gad: a 

I have had momants when I felt myself 
to be the medium for the expression of the 
divine will, I have sometimes been 60 
impure and so subject to personal pas- 
stons that the light of this truth has been 

“@bscured by my own obscurity, but de- 
spite all I have served at times as the 
intermediary for his truth, and those have 
been the happiest moments of my life. 
Mar God will that, passing through me, 
these truths have not been sullied, and 
may mankind find in them its pasture. It 
is,énly. in thet that my writings have 

Importance. 

The diary begins by saying that if he does 
not make another this shall be his testament. 
Tolstoi then requests to be buried where he 
dies—if in a city, in the least expensive coffin 
and in the least expensive cemetery, as the 
poor are buried.” He continues: 

Let there be no flowers, no wreaths, no 
discourse, and if possible let the funeral 
take place without priests and without lit- 
urgy; but if that is disagreeable to those 
who bury me, then let me be interred with 
the liturgy, only as simply and cheaply 
as possibie. 


Seeks to Avoid Publicity. 

After asking that no announcement of his 
death appear in the newspapers and that 
no obituary be printed, Tolstol writes at 
length concerning the disposition of his 
works. 

Referring to his unpublished writings, he 
prescribes that only those be printed which 
will de useful to mankind.” He asks his 
abanden to the public the right to 
publish his farmer works—that is,.to re- 
nounce the author's rights. 

After giving instructions relative to the 
clasetfication of his papers by his wife and 
daughters, he orders his diaries to be de- 
stroyed when what is worth preserving has 
been extracted from them. This applies 
particularly to the journals he kept when a 


miserable life of young men without prin- 
ciple. Then he adds: 

After all, let my diaries remain as they 
are, It may he seen from them ‘that, de- 
spite the platitude and misery of my youth, 
God did not abandon me, and that as I grew 
older I learned. however little le was, to love 
and understand Him.“ 


FRENCH ARMY DESERTIONS 
MAKE RECORD FOR WORLD. 


Former Minister of War Says He Found 
That 90,000 Men Were Derelict in 
Military Duty, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS. Dec. 7.—Univereal astonishment 
and disgust are felt throughout the country 
at the announcement in the chamber of 
deputies by M. Messimy; the minister of war 
in the Caillaux cabinet of 1911, that deserters 
from the French army and men who evaded 
military service numbered no less than 90,000 
men, which is eaulvalent to the strength of 
three army corps. During the last three 
years,"’ announced M. Meegimy, the num- 
ber of deserters has increased to an average 
of 1 per cent of the whole army. while the 
conscripts who refuse to perform service now 
number one in thirty-two recruits,” 

It is pointed out that these figures are im- 
measurably above those of any other army in 
tne world, that of Germany, for instance, 
counting only fifty deserters last year, 

One result of these extraordinary statistics 
on public opinions an outbreak of bitter re- 
crimination among political parties. The re- 
cent rapid growth of syndicalism, anarchist 
ideas. and the ahti-militarist propaganda 
generally are thought to be the chief causes 
of the increase in desertions and noncom- 
plance with military law,.which have trebled 
in ten years. 

It is announced that a bill will be introduced 
in parliament at an early date making the 
penalties for the evasion of military duties 
far heavier than hitherto.

The general sense of relief at this end of 
continental tension was followed by the new 
and even greater source of English content- 
ment by the announcement of the proposal 
of Canada’s present of a dreadnought to the 
British fleet. 


Few Protests Are Heard. 

The first impression was almost stupefac- 
tion at the great size of Canada’s offer and 
the papers of all opinions welcome this pro- 
posal as a striking demonstration to, the 
friends and even the foes of Britain of the 
solidarity and resources of the British em- 
pire. 

There is just a faint whisper of misgiving 
from one or two of the ultra-radical journals 
which have steacily opposed the policy ofa 
big navy, but the general feeling is one of 
immense relief and even aggressive views 

The probable effect on home politics will 
be an immense advance in the chance of 
Winston Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
miralty, toward the premiership. Churchin 
by his outspoken warnings and even de- 
flance to some settions of his own party had 
roused ail the empire to a sense of the imme- 
diate necessity of such a proclamation of the 
empire’s solidarity and resources as- would 
be a warning to Germany against any further 
pursuit of the mad policy of the beggar my 
neighbor in the naval program. 

We have yet to see what comments the 
German press will make on this latest de- 
velopment in the naval rivairy, but probabiy 
the news will be taken coolly there, as the re- 
lations between England and Germany have 
greatly improved, especially during the nego - 
tiations for restoring peace in east Europe. 


Quiet in Home Politics. 

Political affairs at home finish this week tn 
an even deeper note of tranqulllity than the 
foreign or colonial affairs. The home rule 
bill made steady progress under the steam 
roller closure, and now ig nearing the end of 
the most critical of all stages—namely, that 
of the committees—without any serious 
change from the ortginal shape. 

The snap division has borne splendid fruit 
in producing daily and at every hour every 
day such an overwhelming attendance of the 
Liberal and Labor, as well as the Irish mem- 
bers, as to give a big majority against even 
the whole attendance of the Tory party. 

The elaborate machinery now devised al- 
Ways provides against all accidents, while 
the determination to carry through the 
whole ministerial program has settied itself 
down to tron inflexibility. 

Never in all the parliamentary annals did 
the members of the house of commons attend 
with such regularity and in such numbers 
for such a prolonged period. Even the 
shortening of the Christmas vacation to ten 
days and the proposal to sit on New Year's 
day produced no complaint. 


Tories Deserted by Workers. 

The bye-election at Bol:on demonstrated 
the palpable revolt in ali of the working class 
constituenciec against the renewal by Lord 
Lansdowne and Bonar Law of the protec 
tionist policy. 

The broken hopes among the Tories and 
the gloom of their situaticn is further indi- 
cated by their absence from the house of 
commons all through the home rule debates. 
Bonar Law and Sir Edward Carson now re+ 
peat their stale and weary thunder usually 
to audiences reduced down to thirty ang 
twenty members. 

The final proof of the rout of the Tory par 
and their despair is the easy progress up to 
the present of the Weish church disestab- 
lishment bill. Even the supporters of the 
measure were anxiots lest there should be 
any breaking away of the Libera: churchmen 
and thus a serious reduction in tte govern- 
ment majority, but up to the present the 
government majorities still run up to qver 
100 as on the home rule bili.

Which ‘Defeated Chicago, 
ST. LOUIS BROWNS VIOTORS. 


Comiskey’s Squad, Beaten Until the 
Eighth Inning, Wins in Tenth, 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

The game which cinched the. Art world’s 
pernant ever awarded was played on Oct. 23, 
1886, in St. Louta, and was won by Charles 
A. Comiskey's famous St. Louis Browns the 
only team that has yet succeeded in winning 
tour consecuttve major league champion- 
ships. The old Chicago White Stockings, | 
under Cap Anson, were -Comiskey’s op- 
ponents In that game. The Browns won it 
by a score of 4 to 3, in ten innings, giving 
them the necessary four victories, Ansofti's 
team won two games in the series. 

Previous to 1886 there had been two post- 
season contests between the respective 
champions of the National league and its 
rival, the old American association, but in 
neither of them had a pennant been award- 
ec, In 1884 Providence, champions of the 
National league, and the Metropolitans of 
New York, pennant winners in the associa- 
tion, met for a post-season series on the Polo 
grounds. Only three games were played, 
Providence winning all three, and they were 
played chiefly for the gate money, no pen- 
nant being awarded. 


Previous Series a Draw. 

In 1885 the White Stockings won the Na- 
ticnal league pennant and the St. Louis 
Browns were victors in the American asso- 
elation. They met in the first real world’s 
championship series that fall, but it resulted 
in.a dispute over a forfeited game and the 
two teams finally agreed to call it a draw at 
the end of six games, splitting the $1,000 
purse between the two teams, As that purse 
was blamed for the wrangle it Was with- 


drawn, and in 1886 the White Stockings and 


Browns, winning their respective league pen- 
ants again, met for the second time in a 
world’s series. The first three games were 
played in Chicago and the White Stockings 
won two of them. The scene of battle then 
moved to St. Louis for three games and the 
Browns captured all three of them. 
The final game was the only one of the six 
that precuced a close score and was the first 
extra inning battle in a post-season contest. 
Vp to the eighth inning Chicago had victory 
Within its grasp. In the Brown half of the 
eighth, with the score 8 to 0, Comiskey him- 
self started a rally which resulted in three 
runs, tying the count. The knot was un- 
tangled in St. Louls favor in the tenth round. 


$20,000 Battery in Action. 


John Clarkson and Mike Kelly, afterwards 
sold to the Boston Nationals for $10,000 each, 


were the battery for the Chicagoans. Bobby 


Carruthers was the Brown pitcher who beat 
‘Anson’s men, and Bushong was his receiver. 
In fact, there was not a man on either of 


those two teams of champions whose name 


u not written large in the history of the 
game. Comiskey and Anson, the rival man- 
agers, played first base, and those were the 
days when the OM Roman was teaching all 
comers how to play the bag, by laying back 
for grounders and making his pitchers cover 
first when he could not field a grounder and 
make the play himself. That is a familiar 
sight today, but before Comiskey’s time it 


Was the fashion to play the bag at all times 


in much the same way as first basemen now 
do when there is a runner on first looking for 
a chance to steal. 

The batting order of the Browns contained 
these well known names: -Latham, third 
base; Carruthers, pitcher; O'Neill, left field; 
Gleason, shortstop; Comiskey, first base; 
Welch, center field; Foutz, right field: Robin- 
n, second base; Bushong, catcher. 


Lineup of White Stockings. 
The Chicago team batted and played like 
catcher; 
Anson, first base; Pfeffer, second base; W- 
liamgon, shortstop; Burns, third base; Ryan, 
right field; Dalrymple, left field; Clarkson, 
pitcher. There was the original “ stonewall 
infield — Burns, Williamson, Pfeffer, and 
Anson intact, and every man in his prime, 
backed by a trio of outfielders by whom 
many Chicago fans swear today. Of those 
mine stars three are now citizens of the | 
Windy City—Anson, Pfeffer, and Ryan. 

The pennant winning game was played 
under bad weather conditions and was al- 
most stopped by rain in the fifth inning, but 
the clouds broke away before thefinish. The 
White Stockings scored their first run in the 
second inning. Pfeffer hit a safe grounder 
to right, stole second, and went to third ona 
passed ball: The report of the game tells 
how Anson then took his place in the third 
base coacher’s box and yelled at his men to 
hit the ball to third, bécause it was the weak 
spo* on the team. But Carruthers struck 
out Williamson and Burns in the pinch. 


Three Runs by Pfeffer. 

Ther Jimmy Ryan did “hit the ball to third,” 
and it went through Latham for a single to 
left, scoring Pfeffer. In the fourth inning 
Pfeffer was solely responsible for the second 
run scored by driving a home run into the 
right field bleachers. The third Chicagotally 
was the result of a grounder which Pfeffer 
hit through Robinson’s legs. It rolled past 
Feutz, too, and let Fred go to third, from 
where he scored on Williamson’s sacrifice fly. 

These three Pfeffer runs looked plenty until 
the eighth. Comiskey led in the home half 
with a single to right. Welch bunted toward 

Burns, who heaved the ball wildly past An- 
son, letting Comiskey score and Welch reach 
second, Fouts and Robinson filed out, but 
Bushong worked Clarkson for a pass, and 
Latham cleaned yp with a three bagger to 
the left field fence. That tied the score and

te Chicago last spring. Rambler formerly 

was named Dreamer and wage built in 1900 
for Thomas W. Lawson, the Boston copper 

magnate. Mr. Lawson sold the yacht to 

Pliny Fisk of New York, from whom Mr. 

Thorne bought it. 

Rambler was designed by Lewis Nixon and 
gained a reputation as one of the finest steam 
yachts in the fleet of the New York Yacht 
club. The big boat is schooner rigged, of steel 
construction, and measures 170 feet long 
over all. The length on the water lime is 148 
feet. The beam is 23 feet, and the draft 10 
feet. The gross tonnage of Rambler 10 2868. 


Equipment to Be Feature. 

The equipment of the boat is of the highest 
class and includes all modern conveniences. 
The cabin accommodations include nine 
staterooms, three bathrooms, and a large N- 
brary. The deckhouse, like the hull, is of 
steel, paneled in teakwood. The forward 
Geckhouse contains dining room, vestibule, 
and galley, while the after deckhouse has a 
large saloon fitted with a fireplace. 

The normal cruising speed of Rambler is 
fourteen knota, while the maximum speed is 
seventeen knots, The power is derived from 
three triple expansion engines, which get 
their steam from a pair of water tube boflers. 
Mr. Thorne states that Rambler will reach 
Chicago about June 1. The boat was acquired 
through Edward P. Farley of this city, 

One yachtsman who has placed an order for 
a new boat is too modest to allow the use of 
his name at present in connection with the 
deal. The keel of the craft has been laid in 
New York City and the boat wil be delivered 
here early in the summer. It is a gasoline 
power cruiser, of steel construction, with an 
over all length of 125 feet, a beam of 18 feet, 
and draft of 6 feet.

Back to Ancient History, 

The American league, if you recall, openly 
joined in the fight against Ward, and Presi- 
dent B. B. Johnson and his allies notified 
the National league that if Ward was chosen 
president. the American league would drop 
ali relations with the National—in other 
words, that it would declare baseball war. 

But there was more than that back of it 
and only a few of the owners themselves 
realize how close they came to tearing or- 
ganized baseball to pieces. Charles A. Co- 
miskey, owner of the Chicago White Sox, 
was one of the strongest opponents of Ward. 
He was at the American league meeting 
when one National league diplomat ap- 
proached him and hotly inquired what busi- 
nese the American league had interfering 
with the National's affairs, Comiskey heard 
him out and then remarked: 

„'m nbdt speaking for the American 
league, but for Comiskey. If you elect Ward 
I’ commence signing players from both the 
National and American league clubs tomer- 
row morning.” 

It was a flat declaration of war, and the 
word brought consternation te beth camps. 
They believed Comiskey and those who were 
determined to defy Johnson and choose 
Ward weakened. 

Umpiring Oaumes Scandal, 

Bad umpiring and refusai of certain own- 
ers to accept the umpiring goed and bad 
alike was the primary cause of all the recent 
scandal. In fact, the majority of the serious 
troubles and scandals in the game result 
frem bad umpiring, yet both leagues go along 
year after year with scarcely an effort to 
improve the umpiring. 

I was reminded of this forcibly during the 
recent world’s series, where four umpires 
worked through eight fierce, desperately 
‘fought games without one mistake worthy 
of being noticed. It was perhaps the great- 
est exhibition of umpiring ever seen. I 
watched those games ball by ball, closely 
studying each one. In the eight games I did 
not see five balls or strikes palpably mis- 
called; and I do not believe that in all more 
than ten questionable strikes or balls were 
called. There was not a decision on the bases 
fhat even caused a kick, and there were 
enough close ones around second base to 
give cause for a riot if they went wrong. 


Runners Blocked at Second. 

The blocking of runners around second wag 
flerce and wonderful, the greatest exhibition 
of risky playing I ever witnessed, and in 
every case the umpire was on top of the play. 
Twice Kiem dived right into the mixup, 
sighted down to see the position of the feet, 
and each time waved the runner out. He 
was there, he saw, and there was no ques- 
tion. The only decision in the entire series 
that I doubted was at third base. A Boston 
runner was thrown out ten feet, but made 
a desperate slide straight inte the bag. Her- 
zog dropped thé ball and made no move to 
recover it for an instant. Then he picked it 
up and the umpire called the runner out, 
Not a Boston man made a complaint. I do 
not yet understand the decision, but took it 
for granted that there was an understanding 
| concerning the ruling and have not had 
the opportunity to inquire. 

Every umpire went into that series in per- 
fect condition, as well prepared and con- 
ditioned for his work as any of the players 
hn for hia, The result was perfect umpir- 


Lesson from Past Seasons. 

Now .study the files of any newspaper in 
any league from start to finish of any season 
and see what you find. It will be a tale of 
kicks, semi-riota, trouble, and bad umpiring 
through April and May. In June the um- 
piring improves; in July, August, and Sep- 
tember there seldom is a serious kick, Of 
course incompetent umpires always will ex- 
hibit themselves.

Rule of “Eleven” Explained. 


A good many people seem to be puzzled by the 
frequent references made to the rule of eleven in 
this columm and several have asked for an explana- 
tion. The rule is to deduct the number of-pips on 
the card led from eleven, and the remainder is the 
number of cards higher than the one led in the 
other three hands. Thus, supposing west play a 
no trump deal and north lead the six of spades. Six 
from eleven leaves five and therefore east, south, 
and Lng would ha ve, altogether, five spades above 
the six 

The use of this rule makes the division between 
kindergarten bridge or whist and the begininng of 
the acientific variety. The rule is evolved in the 
following manner; 

In each suit there are thirteen carde, but as the 
two is the jowest instead of one, the rank of the 
cards is from two to fourteen. Therefore if a 
player should wish to know how many cards there 
were higher than the six in all four bands, he 
would take six from fourteen and the remainder, 
eight, would, of course, be true, As the person 
making the lead, however always opens the fourth 
dest card, that player has exactly three cards higher 
than the one Jed, and remaining in his hand.

attitude of Michigan toward a return to the 
Big Nine conference. may be settled on 
Menday night, ‘when the board in control of 
athletics at Michigan will meet. Just what 


action the board will take is problematicai.’ 


Student sentiment seems to be in favor ofa 
return, but from what has been learned mem- 
bers of the faculty and the little coterie 
which long has been in control of athletics 
@ Michigan do not favor the move, unless 
Mi chigan can go back without loss of dig- 
nity."’ 

The' students 40 not see the conference en- 
tunglemént from the same viewpoint as do 
the men who have nursed Michigan's ath- 
letics from the time Charles Baird used to 
visit n Arbor business men to secure 
financigi aid in order that there might not 


be a defleit in the athletic treasury. 


The student of today knows two things 
concerning the conference. One is that when 
Michigan was a member of that body interest 
in athletics was much greater than it is at 
the present time. The other is that Mich- 
igan’s present day football schedules do not 
provide the element of jute the student 
desires. 

Alumni Opposed to change. 

The attitude of the older men, however, is 
peculiar. Nine out of ten alumag; when. dis- 
cussing the question, assume the attitude 
that Michigan cannot go back into the eons 
ference unless it goes back on its own terms. 
They seem to feel that the conference has 


used Michigan badly, and that the only way: 


the Wolverines can return to the fold with- 
out loss of prestige is for the conference 10 
issue an invitation and pass rufes conform- 
ing with the rules in force at Michigan. 

As a matter of fact, the one reason Why 
many of the alumni are opposed to the con- 
ference is the fear they entertain that Mich- 
igan would losé the serviges « of Fielding H. 


Yost should it return to the Big Nine. 


Coupled with this is-the feeling that the con- 
ference passed the rule prohibiting games 
with colleges outside the organization as a 
siap at Michigan, and they resent this. 

Yost is not a member of Michigan's faculty, 
as are.the paid coaches of conference teams. 
Yost is simply a hired coach, and if the con- 
ference held strictly to its laws Michigan 
could not employ Yost as coach should it fom.

James B. Duké was not quite 30 years old 
when he assumed full responsibility of ex- 
panding the tobacco manufacturing plant 
operated by his father until it should be- 
come one of the foremost of its generation. 
The elder Duke had sought but small re- 
ward. He was content with permitting the 
business to grow gradually. This, however. 
was not the policy of the son. He had a 

vision and could see immense pos- 
sibilities zn the futura Men wor smoke 
more if they had a product more widely ad- 
vertised. The younger Duke forged ahead, 
utilizing the many fresh ideas that came to 
him day. His ideas in six years increased 
the original capitalization of $70,000 to more 

than that many million. 

George Jay Gould followed closely in his 
father’s footsteps. The senior Gould coached 
him and gave him every facility. The younger 
man became a student of railroading and 
soon fustified his father’s confidence in his 
ability. He worked untiringly, incessantly. 
Success greeted him with a smile and en- 


couraged him to greater advancement. Had 
he been poor he would not long have remained 
in that condition. 


«Clark Luck” Was 
Merely Outcome of 
His Being First to 
Supply a Demand. 


“Look round you. Keep yous eyes 
open. Any one can use a man whe is 
alert. The sluggish man never made 
a success of anything. A good night's 

sleep and a clear mind will prove, in 
— your greatest asset.” 


W. A. Clark, the copper king of Montana, 
was born on a Pennsylvania farm, where 
he worked nine months of each year. The 


other three months he went to school. In 18% 
the family pulled up stakes and moved to 


ibwe, where settlement was mace ona prai- 
rte farm. Bocouraged by the glowing reports 
that reached him of the resources and op- 
portunities in the west, he started out in the 
direction of the setting sun. In 1850-60 he 
was teaching school in Missouri and in 1862 
he crossed the great plains, driving a team to 
South Park, Colo. 

That winter he worked in the quartz mines 
in Central City. The next year the news of 
the gold discoveries at Bannock, Mont., 
reached Colorado and Clark was among the 
first to set out for El Dorado. After sixty- 
five days of hard travel with an ox team he 
arrived at Bannock, just in time to join a 
stampede to Horse Prairie. Here he secured 
a claim which he worked during this and the 
féllowing season, clearing about $1,500 the 
first year. This sum formed the basis for 
his future operations in Montana. 

His first venture was to bring in a load of 
provisions from Salt Lake City, entailing a 
long and arduous journey there and back, 
But he was successful in landing his stock, 
and in the winter of 1863-4 sold it readily at 
amazing prices. He repeated the experiment 
the ‘cen winter on a e scale. Then 


he established a general store in Blackpool 
City, then a new and bustling mining camp, 
and after the first profitable yield sold the 
store and embarked upon another enterprise. 

He had noticed that the miners were bad 
off for tobacco, and were ready to pay almost 
any price for the article, so he started out on 
horseback for Boise City, where he purchased 

several thousand pounds of the weed. This 
he sold at a good margin of profit and with 
his increased capital joined the rush to Elk 
Creek, where he set up store and sold goods 
to the miners at big profits. 

When his stock was exhausted he made a 
journey, mostly on horseback, to the Pacific 
coast, and at San Francisco laid in another 
large supply of goods, with which he traveled 
pack to Montana and disposed of to the cus- 
tomary advantage 

By this time he was a man of considerable 
means. In 1868 he formed a partnership with 
R. H. Donnell of New York and together 
they engaged in the wholesale mercantile 
and banking business in Montana. But while 
he became one of the leading bankers of the 
west, and annually increased an already large 


capital, he saw the future in copper. He led 
and others followed. He was the firat to give 
attention to the quartz prospects at Butte; 
the first stamp mill was erected in Butte with 
his help; the first smelter of consequence 
was put up by a company organized by him; 
he established the first water system in 
Butte, also the first electric ight plant. 

‘He began dabbling in mines and at once 
where he had previously made thousands he 
began making millions. One of his first min- 
ing properties cost him $150,000, but in six 
months it paid him $1,500,000, and is still pay- 
ing. So fortunate were his mining ventures, 
indeed, that the term, Clark luck,” became 
proverbial in Montana. Year after year his 
holdings in copper and silver mines went on 
increasing until he now is the leader of all 
great enterprises in the great northwest. 


Younger Duke’s 
Ability to Do Things 
Swept Away 
Difficulties and 
Made Success Seem 
Magical. 


“The one straight road to succtss 
fg to learn to love your business.

James B. Duke, the head of the American 
Tobacco company, was born in Durham, N. 
C., in 1857. His father had previously start- 
ed a tobacco factory and it wae his desire 
to give his son a first class schooling, but 
in this he was opposed by no other than the 
son, who expressed a preference for busi- 
ness, 

His father yielded to his entreaties and 
‘goon took him into the firm. In 1883 W. Duke, 
the founder of the industry, retired trou. 
active service. Then the business amounted 
to $200,000 a year and had a capitalization 
of $70,000. In 1889 J. B. Duke, the present 
master of the comcern, had turned that 
$70,000 into $7,500,000, and it has since grown 
steadily at a relativy rate. 

There was nothing difficult in the prog- 
ress of the present head of the tobacco trust. 
His ability to do things swept everything 
before ft, and age by magic success came to 
him and to his business. He undertook 
great schemes, had the money with which 


to support them, and they went through,, 


netting him in each tnstance a big rim of 


profit. 
system has spelled success for J. B. Duke. 


He has so systematized his work that the 


entire visible output of the tobacco company 


can be bb and loaded on freight cars in 
thirty minutes. 

Opposition tried to drive him out of the 
business, but J. B. Duke would not get out. 
On the contrary, he forced hie rivals to their 
knees and ultimately became possessed of 
their various businesses. He has fought 
every inch of the way, brought his diplio- 
macy to bear until he practically controls 
the tobacco industry throughout all civilized

Through His 
Initiative and 
Progressive Ideas. 
Vastly Increased 
Fortune Founded 
by Father. 


George Jay Gould chose te enter 
business early rather than devote any 
time te a college career. His success 
proved to his father the wisdom of 
the young man’s choice. 


George Jay Gould, the eldest son of the 
late Jay Gould, was born on Feb. 6, 1864. 
He was accorded the advantages of a private 
education, but turned a deaf ear to his 
father’s entreaties that he take a college 
course. The young Gould steadfaetly main- 
tained a preference for a business career, 
and the father finally yielded to the son's 
wishes. He was but 21 years old when, 
through the instrumentality of his father, 
he was given a junior partnership the 
brokerage firm of Connor & Co., Washing- 
ton Connor, the father’s one time broker, be- 
ing the active head of the firm. 

Hie choice of a business career was a wise 
one, for, although hie tenure of office in 
the Connor company was of short duraticn. 
he had demonstrated to his father that he 
had initiative and progressive ideas. The 
elder Gould never for a moment doubted 
that George Jay would make good, and when 
he withdrew from the brokerage firm the 
father found for him a berth in his own 
office and afforded him every oppo ‘tunity to 
study and master the m<cicacles d the rail- 
road business. Georgé Gould applied him- 
self studiously and rapidly acquired such 
knowledge of railroad operating that it 
wasn’t long before he was able to lift from 
the shoulders of his father many of the 
important details with which he was bur- 
dened. 

In 1892 he took complete charye of the 
business founded by his father, and ten 
years later had amassed a private fortune 
estimated at $30,000,000.

ton in France has certamly been larger than 
ever Before. Imports of cotton into Havre 
during the crop year ended Aug. 31, 1612, 
amounted to 1.198.379 bales, of which 1,163,280 
were American, 6,429 Indian, and 26,670 of 
other origin.

a dozen cities. I wondered why Strong, 
rather than dozens of other advertising men 
I knew, had reached the top of the busi- 
ness. I asked him. 

“I started in the advertising business when 
I was 14 years old, for that was the age at 

which I entered high school,” he said. The 
schoo] I attended was one of the two prepar- 
atory schools in the country in which the 
pupils run a daily paper, and I was imme- 
diately attracted to our little publication. 

My first work was writing up short news 
notes, but the paper soon fell into financial 
difficulties and I became an advertisement 
solicitor, Neither I nor my associates had 
more than the faintest idea of what an ad- 
vertisement was intended for outside of the 
fact that we needed the money. 

Our system was simple. We merely went 
to the tailor who made our fathers’ clothes. 
to the family grover and laundry man, and 
told them that they would have to come 
across with an advertisement or the family 
would discontinue to trade with them. It 
proved a wonderfully effective argument and 
the paper prospered. 

During my ‘four years in high school I 
developed a habit of joining as many clubs 
societies, athletic teams, and classes as ! 
could, which was disastrous to my report card. 
but gave me a valuable training in being able 
to work on a great number of diversified 
propositions at the same time and to de- 
termine quickly the caliber of men I met. 

It has been said that it takes more brains 
to be an advertising man than to succeed 
in any other business, and though 1 dont 
think that was true in the early days of ad- 
vertising—a good flow of language sufficed 
then—I really do believe that it has become 
more and more a profession for great creafive 
thinkers, Unless a young man shows marked 
intelligence along limes of originality jn 
writing and setting up advertisements, or ip 
analyzing the business needs of a company, 
and suggesting an advertising campaign to 
meet those needs, I am frank to say that I 
do not believe he has much chance of attain- 
ing any great eminence in the acvertising 
profession of the future.

Progress of an Advertisement. 

[I am now speaking of the great leaders 
in the business, for there are many oppor- 
tunities in the business as a whole. Perhaps 
you will better understand the magnitude, 
complexity. and opportunities of the busi- 
ness if 1 give a brief sketch of the processes 
through which an advertisement has pro- 
gressed before you see it in a magazine. 

Well say that Jones & Co. manufacture 
corn flakes. The goods do not sell well and 
the gales manager is unable to determine the 
cause. Some one suggests that the company 
advertise. The directors write to a wel! 

nown advertising agency. 

— “The agemey sends out several men to 
visit Jones & Co. They go over his factory, 
they compare his corn flakes with rival 
brands, they go into the sales department 
records. into the shipping room—all over the 
place. They advise an advertising campaign. 
The directors say go ahead.’ 

The agency employs a man who is @ spe- 
cialist in buying space in magazines, rens 
papers, etc.; another specialist in writing ad- 
vertisements, a third who knows all about 
type faces, borders, paper, cuts, and printing 
in general, a high priced artist is called in, 
a host of clerks are set to work making out 
orders to magazines and newspapers, pay- 
ing the bills when they come in, looking 
through the papers to see that the adds are 
run, and so on. sane: 

‘* Meanwhile word has gone around that 
Jones & Co. are about to do some advertis- 
ing. Immediately every important magazine, 
newspaper, and billboard company in the 
country send their men to besiege Jones & 
Co. and the agency to run the adds in their 


particular medium. Surely in all this diver- 


sity of endeavor there ig room for men, and 
women aiso, of many talénts.

Turning Point in His Career. 

“Tf left school at the age of 18 and secured 
@ position in the advertising department of 
the largest morning newspaper in the city. 
After a year or so spent on the paper I decided 
to tackle the magazine game. I secured a 
Het of the names of the managers of the 
western offices and .wrote to them, giving 
facts concerning my education and experi- 
ence, and including a photograph. Out o? 
the eight letters I sent out I received seven 
réplies, and it was not long before I left the 
newspaper field to go into the western office 
of one of the most influential magazines in 
America. = 
Thie step I consider the real turning 
point in my career, because it brought m 
into contact with other advertising men 
who were old in experience and of a mental 
capacity which almost bewildered me at 
times. I often caught myself wondering 
what right I had to be holding such a position 
and to be associated with such men. I did 
not know at that time, as I do now, that the 
solicitors in this particular office were the 
cream of the advertising world. 

“The direction of my efforts now under- 
went another change. My work as a classi- 


fied ad salesman had brought me in touch . 


only with men of moderate financial stand- 
ing. As a newspaper display man I worked 
with retail stores and large manufacturers. 
In the magazine field I had to do only with 
companies large enough to sell their goods 
all over the country. 

“The salary of a salesman in any line is 
graduated Dy the amount of money he can 
bring in to the company. In my magazine 
job the possibilities were limited only by my 
energy and mental powers. The men I in- 
terviewed had plenty of money. It was up 
to me to convince them of the advisability 
or spending it. a

Some Other Things He Did. 

J analyzed the business of one of the 
largest contractors, railroad, mill, and marine 
supply houses in the country with a business 
so vast as to require seven catalogues to de- 
pict it. They were not manufacturers them- 
selves, but jobbers of goods made by other 
companies. I designed a trade mark and sug- 
gested that it be run off in colors upon smal! 
stickers and put on every package and too] 
which went out of the house. Then gong 
through their immense line I picked out the 
goods it would be profitable for them to ad- 
vertise, and saved them $15,000 which they 
hac been wasting each year in general adver- 
tising. 

“I put in a special advertising scheme 
which increased the business of the soup 
department of one of the packing houses 50 
per cent in six months. I originated a plan 
for a sausage manufacturer to overcome the 
objections of the jobbers to handle his goods 
on amything but a competitive price basis. 

“I have had my failures, too, many of them, 
and I have made some enemies also, but I 
have come through it all with a few hard lines 
around my mouth, but with a clear conscience 
and the knowledge that I have more than 
earned every cent I possess. Originality isn’t 
everything in the advertising business. A 
clear head and a tough hide are just as im- 
portant,”

But the other clerk, although he knew 
well that the floor walker in question had a 
number of shortcomings, refused to discuss 
the fact with the competing clerk at his side 
or to let it bothen him in any way.

still clerking—rather, he le attempting to 
clerk—elsew here. 7 : 

Now, here were two clerks on an equal 
footing at the start and in competition for 
better jobs and more pay. You can readily 
see how one aided the other to become an 
assistant buyer and get in line for the very 
top. 

For one thing, he kindly eliminated him- 
self from the race by a gross misapplication 
of hie energy. That energy spent in men- 
tally ridiculing his inefficient superior was 
just what he needed to supplant the man he

Surety Firm’s System Simple; 
Eye and Wife Essential Points.

F vou were to go to @ surety company and 
ask them to’ stand ready to make good 
any loss from dishonesty on your part, 
what do you suppose they would want to 
know about you? 

You probably think they would be par- 
ticularly anxious about what church you be- 
long to, who your ancestors were, what your 
social standing is In the community. Here is 
where you are wrong. There dre two big 
points upon which a surety company places 
emphasis: ’ 

Have you gx the right kind of an eye? ¥ 

Have you got the right kind of a wife?” 

If this seeme strange to you at first just 
stop and think it over. People are said to 
be judged more by their eyes than anything. 
else. The official of a surety company wouldn't 
feel much like taking a risk on a man who 
couldn't look him straight in the eye, no 
matter if he brought along a stack of refer- 
ences as high as a house. 

You see @ surety company doesn't require 
any elaborate system. The eye is a tattle- 
tale of character ana soul. Surety com- 
panies depend upon dishonesty for their very 
existence, yet they do not take a cynical out- 
look of mankind. They have faith in human’ 
nature in general. If a man has the right 
kind of an eye they are glad to take a chance. 

If a man has the right kind of an eye, the 


mext question is has he the right kind of a 
wife? 

Surety companies are loth to take a chance 
on a man if his wife is inclined to wish to 
live beyond ther husband’s means. Is she 
the sort who is always making compari- 
sons between what she has to wear and the 
clothes of women of wealth? Isshetrying to 
climb in socfety? Ise she inclined to enter- 
tain tavishly? 

How many dramas one sees these days 
based on the desire af the wife of a poor 
man who desires to dress and live in a style 
which her husbard cannot afford! As the 
plots go, the husband takes a small sum 
at first which he intends to pay back. He 
becomes deeper and deeper involved and the 
last act ends up with a policeman at the door. 

Surety companies are inclined to pin their 
faith on a man who has a wife who is 
sympathetic and who is his coworker. With 
such a combination they d® not believe that 
a man can go far wrong 

You can see why the surety companies don't 
need such an elaborate system. Companies 
that have paid out millions of dollars to make 
good on their bonds still retain faith in human 
nature. 

A man’s eyes may get to shifting after the 
risk has been taken. He may get another 
sort of wife than he had when the company 
first dealt with him. But the companies in- 
sist that the two rules invariably hold good.

The publishers 
ha ve found by some of their previous work 
that there exists among the rising genera- 
tion a keen, unsatisfied hunger for the purest 
and most substantial nourishment, and thet 
the more people have been debarred from 
their natural opportunities at school the 
more Keenly anxious are they to obtain 
their intellectual and spiritual culture 
through the ministry of books and through 
the direct communion with the master minds 
of all ages. | 

Everyman will not only open these 
treasures but offer a guide to them. It says: 

There never was a time when such guid- 
ance was more earnestly needed. We are 
living in a wonderful age, when every land- 
mark is being swept away, when every belief 
is being questioned, when every established 
institution is on its trial, when reform is the 
order of the day, when almost every writer 
is a ‘ herald of revolt.“ Whether that unrest 
and revolt will lead to a peaceful and or- 
derly reconstruction of human society, or 
whether that reconstruction shall be preced- 
ed by a revoluttionary catastrophe, will en- 
“rely depend on the wisdom of the people, 
and that wisdom Will largely depend upon 
the light and leading which they will re- 
ceive—which, again, will mainly depend 
upon the sense of responsibility of those 
who by their writings are molding and di- 
recting public opinion. 

People of today are even going back to the 
Greeks of the great age of their history, 
whore memorials are but a few pleces of 
architecture and sculpture and some books 
for practical help in every day affairs. Ax 
authority on this subject has recently said: 

“Yes, certainly. Greece achieved on a 
very small scale the very kind of life we want 
today. We want a permanent revival of that 
on a bigger scale.

Greeks a Constant Help. 
“The Greeks were thwarted because they 
were a small people in a world of Savages. 
We are handicapped by the greatness of our 


numbers and the consequent eternal struggle 


for existence. We all seem to be too busy 
earning a living to be able to think of any- 


thing higher and more enduring. We have 


to get rid of poverty and crime before any- 
thing definite in the way of reformation can 
be achieved. Even as matters are at present 
there are three main lines in which the Greeks 
are a constant help—poetry, art, philosophy. 
Their achievements in this direction can 
never, I think, be surpassed.” : 

We are talking a great deal about mental 
efficiency. Men are setting up schools to 
teach it to business men. There is no way 
of acquiring mental efficiency so fast as in 
wrestling with the thought of the great writ. 
ers and reducing it to maxims for the con- 
duct of our lives. — 

Men of eager, avid life are bound to be 
great readers, no matter what their business 
or profession. Reading the right sorts of 
thines makes an enormous difference in their 
manner and in all their intercourse with men. 
What they read enters into their discussions 
and influences their decisions. As diversion 
books are invaluable, and pure diversion is 
quite as necessary to the sanest te as activ. 
ity. Jeremy Collier said: Books area guide 
in youth and an entertainment forage. They 
support us under solitude and keep us from 
being a burden to ourselves.. They help us 
to forget the erossness of men and things, 
compose our cares and, our passions, and lay 
our disappointments asleep. When we are 
weary of living we may repair to the dead, 
who have nothing of peevishness, pride, or 
design in their conversation.” 

Lord Avebury says: We do not appre. 
ciate, I think. our good fortune in belonging 
to the nineteenth century. Sometimes, in- 
deed, one may even be inclined to wish that 
one had not lived quite so soon and to long 
for a glimpse of the books, even the school 
books, of one hundred years hence. Even a 
century ago mot only were books extremely 
expensive and cumbrous, but many of the 
most delightful were still uncreated—such as 
the works of Scott, Thackeray, Dickens, She}- 
ley, Byron, not to mention living authors. 

= 
Current Literature Wonderful. 


And we are more fortunate than Lord Ave- 
bury, for we live in the twentieth century, 
and there is much that is wonderful and even 
great in our current literature. The world 
has made the most colossal progress since 
he wrote; wonderful things have been dis- 
covered or opened up to us, and these we may 
all read about, and read thethings which the 
great spirit that has brought these about 
has also inspired in our creators of litera- 
ture. 


To quote Lord Avebury again, when he 


says: I lam sometimes disposed to think that 
the great readers of the next generation will 
be not our lawyers and doctors, shopkeepers 
and manufacturers, but the laborers and me- 
chanics. -Does this not seem natural? The 
former work mainly with their heads; when 
their daily duties are over the brain is often 
exhausted, and of their leisure time much 
must be devoted to air and exercise. The 
laborer and mechanic, on the contrary, be- 
sides working often for much shorter hours, 
bave in their worktime taken sufficient bodily 
exercise, and could therefore give any leisure 
they have to reading and study.“ 

This prophecy has come in some part true, 
and for the reason its author believed. The 
elementary schools -give the workman of 
today enough education so that if he choose 
to go to books the whole world of knowledge 
is open to him. Unfortunately he does not 
always go for stimulation to effort, as he al- 
ways might. When the siuggish once dis- 
cover what are the delights of activity—and 
they may discover this in books—they will 
become new creatures. Their reform may be 
quite as radical as that of the drunkard who 
raises himself out of his slough of dissipa- 


tion to an active, energetic, purposeful life of

Prosperous Business with No Capital. 

Laid off at the factory, a workman decided 
to put in part of his time making a few neces- 
sary repairs to his house. In the course of 
his work he discovered that the natural gas 


used as fuel had practically destroyed the 
mortar in the upper part of the brick chim- 
neys. Confronted with the expense of new 
brick chimneys the man studied the subject 
and decided to try repairing the old ones with 
cement. 

He discussed the idea with a fellow work- 
man, whose chimhey was also in bad repair 
and who had been laid off at the same time.

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His Start Due to Big Strike; Launches Out as Contractor. 
to ANDREW B. ERDMANN. 


Told 


UR grievances seemed just. Our de- 
mands were reasonable. The oratory 
at the big massmeeting was fine. So 
we voted to strike. | 
At the headquarters of the union our 
wfficials were confident that the strike would 
last but a day, at most two or three days, 
and then the employers would give in. They 
could not possibly allow a thousand carpen- 
ters to remain out at that time of the year, 
they said. It was May, and summer is the 
big season with builders and contractors. 

The morning of the first day of the strike 
most of us were in a sort of a holiday mood. 
We paraded up and down the street in front 
of the contractors’ offices. We strolled up 
to the skyscrapers and other lofty buildings 
where the previous afternoon hundreds of 
men were seen crawling up and down like 
bees. Now these skyscrapers were deserted. 
They looked a forlorn sight. Without men 
moving up and down on the scaffolds, with 
no woodwork in the windows, they lost all 
beauty and looked hollow and ugly. 

We, the strikers, felt considerable pride at 
peeing what we had done. The inactivity 
on the large buildings seemed to demonstrate 
our strength more than our work ever did. 
Skyscraper after skyscraper was built for 
years. The papers printed long stories about 
the laying of the corner stone. They told orf 
the architects, owners. They gave descrip- 
tions of the building, its interior and exterior. 
But they did not mention the workers who 
Duilt it. 

Now all the papers were full about the 
Strike. It was from the papers that we 
learned that not only we, the carpenters, 
struck, but that all the other allied trades 
struck in sympathy. The papers called it 
the greatest strike in the building trades in 
years. Reporters swarmed about us. They 
asked us questions, took photographs of us, 
and most any fellow who wanted to could 
get his name into the papers. 

XR * 
Enthusiasm Begins to Wane. 

So we felt that we were some pumpkins 
¢hat morning. At noon we split up in little 
groups of three and four and went into sa- 
loons for beer and a bite to eat. It was 
while eating the free lunch that our en- 
thusiasm cooled slightly and we began to 
think about the other angle of the strike— 
the settlement of it. * 

In the afternoon we went back to strike 
headquarters, Here our leaders informed 
us that no word had yet been received from 
the contractors. In the main hall speakers 
were addressing the strikers and telling us 
that if ihe bosses want war we will give them 
all the fight they want. Committees, we 
were informed, have been selected and they 
are now working out plans for picketing the 
struck jobs. The speeches wound up with 
an exhortation that every one*report to 
headquarters at 5 o'clock the next morning, 
when he would be assigned to picket duty. 

We went home in less cheerful! fr of 
mind than we were in the morning. “Appar- 
ently the bosses were bent on fighting. The 
strike might last a week, or even ten days. 
That means a week's or ten daye’ wages lost. 


Quite 4 kink in our savings accounts or 


family ‘budgets. Well, there was no help 
for it. A workingman must expect just such 
eituations. | 
But a week passed, and ten days passed, 
and then the second week closed, and the 
Strike was still unsettled. It was one of 
those stubborn fights that you dong look 
for but which turn up unexpectedly. ° : 
The union hastily made arrangements for 
paying strike benefit. Single men were paid 
$4 a week; married men $6. When I came 
home with my $6 and gave it to my wife we 
looked at each other silently. Both of us 
felt blue. I was making $24 a week when I 
worked. We were used to Hving decently. 
Our, children—we had three of them—were i 
always dressed neatly. never werein want of 
anything. 7 ) 
1 * 


No Settlement in Sight. 

Three weeks passed, and four, and five. No 
nettlement was in sight. The employers were 
stubborn. The $6 a week strike benefit was 
still coming in regularly, but it seemed less 
and less. The firet few weeks those of us 
who had money saved were drawing upon 
their banks. Others were piling up credit 
with the grocer aud the butcher and the 
baker. Now the savings of most of us had 
been exhausted. And those who had no sav- 
ings had exhausted theircredit. The butcher 
and the baker and the grocer informed them 
that they. were themselves poor people and 
could not extend erdeit for too big a sum 
nor for too long a time 7 

In short, real suffer ing began in the homes 
of the strikers. One by one former necessi- 
ties were dropped. Meat was cut out. In- 
stead of cream milk was now used in the 
coffee. Fruit had nét been bought for weeks. 


The faces of the children lost their plumpness. 
They aged. The mothers looked worried and 
haggard. They did not grumble though. But 
they looked frightened, terrified: A vision of 
hunger seemed to hang before their eyes. If 
only sickness would notcome! Every woman 
and man shuddered at the thought of sick- 


ness. 


As for us men we became more and more 
bitter. There was no fun picketing from 
five in the morning until 8 or 9 o'clock at night 
with the scantiest of meals to sustain you. 
We vented our anger on the strikebreakers. 
Whenever one of them fell into our hands we 
did him up until he was beyond recognition. 
I don’t know whether it was right or not. 1 
know, however, that it was the only way we 
had to redress our own grievances. : 

Eight weeks passed. When a strike is not 
won in a day or two, or, at most in a week, 
it is always lost. There are always some 
who will return to work in spite of all the 
exhortation of the ünton officials, in spite of 
threats even of their fellow workers.

Only One Course Left. 

Some man’s wife gets sick or a child ig on 
the verge of death. There is no money to get 
medicine with. It isa choice between se@ing 
your child die or putting up with the taunts 
of your fellows who will call you “scab.” In 
the face of death the approval or disapproval 
of your friends:countslittie. And men return 
to work under such circumstances in spite of 
all the written and unwritten laws of the 
union. 

At the end of the ninth week I learned one 
day at union headquarters that the employ- 
ers had, im spite of all the rigid picketing, 
been able to make considerable headway on 
their buildings with the strikebreakers they 
had obtained. These strikebreakers were 
working under police. protection. The ques- 
tion for the union now. was how to get out of 
the controversy gracefully, how to get the 
employers to take back all of the strikers. 

A chill ran through the strikers. Now that 
the strike was lost the employers would take 
only such men as they chose. The union 
would-be helpless. They would not fire the 
etrikebreakers and many of us would be job- 
less. I walked home slowly that evening. 1 
was in no hurry to break the news tomy wife. 

„ thought you would never come,” my 
wife greeted me as I stepped into the house. 

A glance at her terrifiediface and disheveled 
hair told me that some aisfortune had be- 
fallen us. 

“ What happened? I gasped 

She took me into the bedroom. There on 
the bedi my only daughter, a girl of 4 years, 
was tossing about in high fever. She had 


taken sick in the forenoon. The doctor was 


called. He wanted to send her to a hospital 
at once. She had a severe case of summer 
complaint. But my wife would not let the 
child out of her sight. The doctor was now 
again expected any moment. 

Had not the doctor been our family phys'i- 
clan we would have had to take the child to 
the hospital. As it was, however, he told us 
not to worry about paying him. We could do 
go after the strike was over. We scraped to- 
gether sufficient: money to pay the druggist. 
I pawned my winter coat, which I had bought 
the previous Christmas. It was a gocd coat, 
the best I had bought in years; I paid $20 for 
it. The pawnbroker gave me $3 on it. We 
then took up a few articles of jewelry which 
my wife had, and with the money obtained 
on that We were able to keep our little girl at 
home. . 

* * 
Strike Is Lost. 

For five days I did not leave her bedside. 
Then the doctor pronounced her out of dan- 
ger. My wife insisted that I sleep that entire 
night and she would tend to the child alone. 
Refreshed, I got up early the next morning 
and made for the union headquarters. 

As I had not read the papers all the time 
my child was in danger, I knew nothing 
about the strike. It had been called off and 
the mén, that is, as many of them as the 
employers would take back, were at work 
again. At the unton headquarters I found 
several hundred workers who had not yet 
been reinstated. Each one was anxiously 
waiting, hoping that he would be the next 
one that the union might prevail upon the 
employers to give work to. But there was 


no immediate hope of obtaining work for any 


of us. 

The employers had brought on strikebreak- 
ers from all parts of the country. Most of 
these strikbbreakers were not the profes- 
stonal rowdies which are generally enlisted 
to break strikes. The employers had had 


time to choose real mechanics. All of these 


men were good, respectable workmen in their 
home towns. But having gone months with- 
out a job, they decided to answer the call as 
strikebreakers in bpite of the odium which 
that offer of work carried with it.

leges, are responsible for flooding the busi- 
ness world with an unfinished product, there- 
by making a once desirable profession now 
an overcrowded and underpaid one. 

From my observation, once a stenog - 
rapher always a stenographer does not hold. 
There is no pension list or old people’s home 
for stenographers grown old in the business, 
because they are in the minority. When 
once they heed! the danger signal of nerves ' 
the ‘has been’ stenographer may be found 
in any of the other avenues of employment 
in the disguise of trained nurse, dressmaker, 
milliner, teacher, etc. 

“The requisites of the efficient stenog- 
rapher and business woman are health, 
breeding, and education. Ability compels 
recognition and to find oneself year after 
year at a stationary salary and merely an 
8 to 6 and 1 o'clock on Saturday drudge is 
an indication of mediocrity or wrong en- 
vironment. | 

Many are neither physically or tempera- 
mentally fit for the nerve racking business 
of stenography wherein the salary of the 
inexperienced stenographer is on a par with 
the girl behind the counter. 4

Study Qualifications First. 

„Should a girl learn stenography? Be- 
fore a girl decides on the line of work she 
should take up she should carefully study her 
qualifications for the various positions open 
to girls. If she is better at figures than she 
is spelling her work might be bookkeeping. 

The reason why the stenographic profes- 
sion appears to be overcrowded is that there 
ate so many girls in it who will never be 
anything but poor stenographers. And the 
chances are 10 to 1 these giris would have 
‘made good’ in some other line of work. 

There is always a demand for competent 
stenographers at excellent salaries. There- 
fore, I would advise any girl who feels that 
she would really love the work and who is 
fitted for it by education and natural ability 
to take up stenography. 

To the gitls in business colleges I would 
say: Learn your shorthand system so well 
that you will be able to take dictation at 
the rate of 100 to 125 words a minute and 
transcribe your notes without an error; learn 
to operate your typewriter accurately and 
speedily; and, above all, lean how to manage 
the numerous details which come upin every 
business office. Do not despise any kind 
of knowledge. The training you get from 
mastering a detail will ‘come in handy’ 
when the time comes for you to handle bigger 
work.

New Lenox, III. -[ Back to the Land Bu- 
reau. Have been offered a place in Michi- 
gan not far from Allegan. The soil on part 
of it is described as “ Allegan sand,“ not 
“blow or dune sand.“ Can you advise as 
to the nature of this Allegaf sand and if it 
is productive of grass and other crops

Allegan county lies in the southern part 
of the lower peninsula of Michigan and bor- 
ders on Lake Michigan. The surface of the 
county te generally rolling and uneven, with 
few marked irregularities and only limited 
etretches of level land. This configuration 
is due in the main to glacial action, altered 
by the egency of water. From these forces 
there has been derived three general areas 
of soil. 

The soils of Allegan county are quite va- 
ried, passing into one another eo gradually 
as to make it a matter of some difficulty to 


Geasty their limitations and classifi-, - 


define 

eation. Allegan sand occupies 22.2 per cent 
of the area of the county and is the most 
extensive of the soil types of the area. The 
surface material to a depth of from 6 to 10 
inches consists of medtum and finesand, that 
is not sharp and angular, but composed of 
rounded partickes. The amount of organic 
matter varies and is highest in those parts 
subject to cultivation. The sand sometimes 
has a loamy appearance, which is deter- 
mined in a large measure by the accumula- 
tion of vegetable remains. Differences in 
cultural methods produce differences in this 
feature. The subsoil to thirty-six inches in 
depth is a Nght, loose sand of medium and 
fine grades. 

The main body of the Allegan type extends 
from Allegan westward along the Kalama- 
£00 river for twelve miles, from which it 
expands norfhward and southward, divid- 

{ne the county into two parts. 

Within the areas of the Allegan sand there 
ere differences of agricultural development. 
and theer are general differences in the crop 
producing power of the soll, as shown by the 
crope grown and by the original producing 
power of the soll. The areas might be 
classed as followe: Those on which grew 
herdwood, those covered with hardwood in- 
terepersed with pine, those distinctively 
heavy pine lands and, lastly, that area 
which supported only a parse growth of 
„ buckwheat” pine. ' 


, * 
The firet phase occupies the lake shore 
. gouth of the Kalamazoo river and comprises 
the peach pelt proper. The areas are not 
particularly large, aré separated. by other 
types, and have evidences of clay at an aver- 
age depth of 6 or 8 feet below the surface. 


This is an excellent peach soil, and good 


also for small fruits generally, 
This part of the county is thickly settled, 
the farms being small and carefully culti- 
wheat, grass, and other general 
the soil hae a low agricultural 
almost invariably 


green manuring and occasionally a 
crop i# harvested, from 12 to 22 bushels being 
the return. Corn is grown to a con- 
siderable extent. The highesh ridges are 
less productive than the lower leveia. 

The second phase, indicated by a former 
growth of hardwood and pine mixed, occu- 
pies detached areas over the eastern half of 
the county, that part of the lake shore which 
Mes north of the Kalamazoo river. The sand 
averages a few feet deeper than south of tlie 

- giver, and, while cultivated to fruit, the phase 
is not as good a peach soll as that in the for- 
mer section. Rye yields 12 to 20 bushels. 
The inland areas are also used to some ex- 
tent for grazing. 

The third phasé, originally covered by a 
heavy growth of pine, occupies the northern 
and southern extremity of the large inland 
erea of the type. It also fringes the whole 
of the area and extends well to the east and 
west along the Kalamazoo river. The sur- 
face is rolling and the drifting of the sand 
is particularly noticeable. The yield of corn 
varies from 15 to 40 buehels, and of rye from 
8 to 15 bushels. The soil is particulany 
droughty and crop yields are governed large- 
ly by the amount and timeliness of the rain- 
fall. The attempts at cultivation are few 
and scattered. In the region of southwestern 
Manlius township and in western Valley 

township a number of farme have been es- 
tablished with fair equipment. 


* 
Yakima Valley's Good Markets. 

The Yakima valley is exceptionally fortu- 
nate in the character of its markets. At its 
doors are Spokane and the mining camps 
and cities of the Coeur 4’ Alenes and Montana; 

on the coast the many cities of the Puget 
sound country, Portland, Alaska, and the 
Yukon furnish unfailing markets at the best 
of prices for large quantities of the surplus 
products of the valley of whatever character. 
The British and German markets have also 
become a factor. Hawaii, the Philippines, 
China, and Japan are more and more taking 
the products of the Yakima. 

Yakima lands, as do other lands, vary in 
price according to character, improvements. 
proximity to towns eta Fruit lands bring 
the highest prices. Good irrigated, improved 
farm lands utilized for other purposes than 
fruit growing sell for from $100 to $300 per 
acre. Developed orchard tracts planted to 
good commercial varieties, in good condition 
and having feir buildings, sell for from 
$800 to $1,200 an acre. Irrigable raw or un- 
improved lands bring from $50 to $200 an 
acre; nonirrigable lands, suitable for dry 
farming, can be bought for from $5 to $30 an 
acre. Reasonable time for deferred pay- 
ments is usually obtainable. If the land 
needs beveling to fit it for irrigation the cost 
will run from $5 to $25 an acre for clearing 
and leveling. It costs from $20 to 680 an 
acre for fruit trees and setting them. 

The Yakima project will reclaim the largest 
area of any yet undertaken by the govern- 
ment. The district includes nearly half a 
million acres of land, distributed among five 
units, for which irrigation is planned, and 
now largely in private ownership.

irrigation canal within a fruit zone neces- 
sarily precludes the cultivation of the ordi- 
nary farm crops—wheat, corn, flax, and other 
grains—commercially, because the cash re- 
turns from them are small as compared with 
those from certain forage and vegetable 
crops, and particularly from fruits. 

As &@ general proposition the low lying 
lands should, beyond question, be devoted 


not to tree fruits, but to alfalfa, vegetable 


and root crops. Fruits should be planted on 
the slopes and higher lands, wher¢ drainage 
—air and water—is good and tie dangers 
from frost are minimized. Every purchaser 
should see his land before buying or have it 
inspected by one in whom he has confidence. 

While root and forage crops grow in luxu- 
riance in the Yakima valley, its worldwide 
renown has been achieved through the fine 
quality and enormous yields of its fruit 
crops. It is owing to the remarkable rich- 
ness and fecundity of the soils of the north- 
west under irrigation, and particularly as 
relates to fruit raising, that the seemingly 
high prices of land are due. 

Small fruits or vegetables are raised by 
many between the rows of trees in the early 
stage of an orchard, while the trees are young 
and small, which furnishes a revenue that 
helps to tide the owner over until the orchard 


develops sufficiently to receive returns from 


that source of the Investment. 

A properly cared for, full bearing apple 
orchard of two or more standard varieties 
produces a crop of from $300 to $1,200 an 
acre aS a common ocurrence, with excep- 
tional yields in exceptional years. There are 
probably between 40,000 and 50,000 acres now 
set out to fruit in the valley. The acreage 
adapted to fruit growing ig fully double the 
acreage now set out.

Home of the Jonathan. 

The Payette valley, in Idaho, is fast be- 
coming known as one of the greatest fruit 
growing districts in the northwest. It is 
known as “the home of the Jonathan ap- 
ples,” a title earned from the quantity and 
quality of this particular apple which it pro- 
duces and the many prizes it has won on the 
same. 3 | 

Payette is located on the main line of the 
Oregon Short Line railroad, which gives it 
an easy access to the centra) markets, and 
much of the fruit is shipped to New York, 
Chicago, and Boston, also to the mining 
camps of the northwest. The earlinessof its 
produce and the quality of the same have 
gained for Payette ready entrance into an 
markets at the highest prices. There are 
packing houses for fruit and melons located 
at the various stations along the Payette 
Valley railroad, besides other stations. The 
fruits are almost entirely packed by: coUper- 
ative packing associations, insuring a uni- 
form pack and one that commands the high- 
est market price. : 

As to land values, a wide range is covered, 
depending, as elsewhere, upon location, near- 
ness to market, etc. In weighing these fig- 
ures, however, the prospective settler from 
the east or middle west must keep in mind 
the highly productive nature of the soi} and 
the practical impossibility of crop failure. 
Improved lands under trrigation can hardly 
be bought for less than $50 peracre. A high- 
er cost is paid for farms a fraction of which 


- ig for fruit, while orchard lands run from 


$150 to $500 per acre. On the other hand, un- 
improved land, but with facilities for irriga- 
tion, may be bought for $40 to $50 per acre. 
Desert land about to be reclaimed by the 
Payette-Boise project cam be had for $10 to 
$20 an acre, to which the cost of water right 
must be added. 
The amount of capital needed will vary 
with the individual, but few men will succeed 
without some capital. You will need a house 
to live in, fences, a well, a barn, provisions 
for your family, feed for your stock at least 
for a year, farm machinery, tools, etc. You 
will be unable to secure credit at the local 
stores, as you are unknown. Your capital 
should be sufficient to bring your farm to a 
paying basis, and this will require at least 
one year.

Kindly inform me about the country at 
Kalamazoo, Volusia county, Florida. ‘Will 
this section in time have as good prospects 
as those of Sanford, the celery producing 
center, eight miles away? What crops are 
best adapted to the soil at Kalamazoo?

Volusia county, with its many picturesque 
towns and settlements, has many things to 
recommend it to the homeseeker. The long 


coast line tempers the summer climate, and 


a delightfully cool and equable summer sea- 
son prevails. Kalamazoo, which is in the 
interior, is in a wild, unsettled region, which 
only needs farm colonies and good roads to 
make it productive. Good roads is now 
the slogan on the east coast of Florida. The 
colonist is Hable to overlook the cost of 
clearing the land, from which stumps and 
palmetto roots must often be removed, and 
also the cost of putting up a bungalow or 
cottage. A bungalow can be bullt for about 
$1,000 and a cottage at an expense of from 
$300 to $500. 

On cultivated land three crops a year may 
be secured if the farmer cares to work the 
soil throughout the season. Corn may fol- 
low Irish potatoes, and sweet potatoes may 
follow corn. A great variety of fruits and 
vegetables may be grown, including oranges, 
pears, peaches, guavas, grapefruit, and 
strawberries. Fig trees bear enormous crops 
and thrive with little care. Sugar cane and 
cotton are also standard crops, but the ce}- 
ery industry is perhaps the most profitable. 

The value of the land, however, depends 
more on its location than the quality of the 
goil, and no information is available at this 
office regarding the town of Kalamazoo, This 
could probably be secured by applying to the 
Florida Bast Coast Homeseeker Magazine, 
puDdlished in Hastings, Fia., or the Daytona 
Weekly Gazette.

Here 
there is just the right combination of soil and 
climate to make the conquest of the land 
easy, and southern Florida ts destined to be 
one of the densest agricultural regions in the 
United States. The raising of winter vege- 
tables for the northern markets promises to 
be a profitable and Important industry. The 
particular crops grown are corn, cats, peas, 
sweet potatoes, sugar cane, velvet beans, ano

fruit, tangarines, and oranges yield planti- 
fully and pecans may be grown on the more 
elevated portions.

Her experience is almost identical with 
what I have endured. If she is, by any 
chance, a Kansas City woman,’ we might 
become acquainted and relieve one an- 
other's loneliness. 

Seven years ago I went to e to 
decuperate after too close application to 
my studies, and finding ways and means 
* living meanwhile. 

Finding housework a very satisfactory 
way of earning money to meet expenses 
in Colorado, I tried it in Kansas City. The 
condition of my heart and nerves made it 
unwise for me to undertake anything so 
strenuous as a business life. I have an 
excellent place, where I go pretty much as 
I please. The wages are satisfactory, and 
the woman is companionable. I am happy 
in my work so long es I can forget the 
social side of life. ' 

That there is a social caste in the 
United States is plain, and many and bitter 
have been the tears I have shed after some 
deep heart thrust. I do not expect recogni- 
tion from people outside of the church, but 
having always believed that Christians are 
brothers, I cannot get used to the kind of 
religion that inclines a person to refuse to 
speak to a housemaid. 

“At one church the elder usher was 
profuse in his greetings to me, often ad- 
vancing a few steps to meet me. I was 
Plainiy clothed, so he could not have felt 
he was working to secure a vaiuable mem- 
ber. Each Sunday be wae a little more 
friendly, until finally he asked where 1 
lived. Upon learning what my work was 
he at once became reserved. and ever after- 
ward at my appearance at the door he 
turned abruptly aside and gazed out of the 
window until another usher would come to 
my rescue. What men do does not, how- 
ever, hurt me so much, for they are not 
supposed to be as 8 as M omen.

e et bend fortune to me 
when I was introduced to a. lovely, white 
haired women who had a réputation for 
being all that is expected of a noble Chris- 
tian woman. I thought that in her I would 
find a sort of saint friend. You can imag- 
ine my pain when she deliberately turned 
her back, without an apology, the next 
time we met If I had not ventureda timid 

Good morning,’ the slight might have 
been explained away. 

“I have a firm, abiding faith in Christ, 
and have had a Presbyterian training for 
church attendance, or the church would be 
relieved of my presence after those expe- 
riences. Similar incidents occur occasion- 
ally, but I try to forget them and get all the 
good I can from the services, although I 
wonder if servants are really wanted in 
God's house. have a feeling that I am 
just tolerated. My experience in church 
organizations has been that most of those 
who are friendly are patronizing, and some 
are ‘nice’ at church who will not speak to 
me elsewhere. | 

Ot course, as long as nousework is held 
in the low esteem it now hes, we cannot 


hope for anything better. Ireelige thet it 


would be folly to expect to associate upon 
equal terms with a woman whose own cook 
eats in the kitchen, uses as a way of com- 
ing and going the back door, and entertains 
her visitors in the kitchen, with its straight 
backed chairs and lack of privacy. 

“I have become used to all the above 
things and can see ‘the other side of the 
question, but to young girle—especially to 
those from the country—they are absolute- 
ly galling. I often think it is no wonder 
they are Willing to work for meager wages 
and board anywhere, in order to escape the 
ostracism that is, unquestionably, part of 
the housemaid’s portion. So far I have not 
been able to find any girl doing housework 
who goes to any of the churches I have 
attended. It does not seem poseible that 
I am the only American woman at service 
in this city. If they are not in the churches. 
they are somewhere. It may be that some 
clubwoman and devout () churchwoman 
will be responsible for each if she should 
go wrong. Reeponelble for, not using her 
influence to raise the occupation of house- 
work in any of its forms to one of respon- 
sibility and honor. 

I ever that delightful day should dawn, 
it will not be difficult to get a decent girl to 
labor in the home, for the work is pleasant 
apd interesting, the pay is good, and the 
surroundings are generally all that could 
de desired. 

“Two of my sisters tried housework, 
but could not stand the social side of it 
and are now working in colleges past their 
strength in order to fit themselves for work 
outside the home. They object so much to 
my staying in my present position that this 
winter I shall review and follow the teach- 
er's course of study with the intention of 
securing a teacher's certificate next 
mer. I do noi like to think as my Sister's 
do—and as is forced upon me daily—thet

my days may be spent in following work of 
which 1 have to speak with an apology. ir 
is hard to retain self-respect in the circum. 
ata nces. 

“The ‘O-o-0-0!" we hear when people 
learn our work is one of my hobbies now. 
I listen and look for it that I may see what 
will follow—a remark about the Panama 
canal or the rubber atrocities? One thing 
is certain—it will be as far removed as pos- 
sible from housework as the woman can 
put herself in thought at a moment's notice. 

But it Is not to enlist your sympathies 
and aid for the uplift of the occupation that 
Iam writing. Too many girls are working 
in questionable places who wauld gladly be 
housemaids if they could still feel that they 
are independent béings and not social out- 
casts. 

) Would it be asking too much to 
request a sitting room, or the use of a din- 
ing room for an occasional visitor? 

0 Has a Woman any moral right to say 
that we must stay at home every evening 
but one In each week? 

** (8) Do you think it safe for a young girl 
to go to the back door of a large house 
when she comes in at night? 

I have come in many a night, trembling 
in dread of a negro jumping out at me 
from his hiding place; imagining it at every 
instant along the pitch dark alley to the, if 
possible. darker porch. It is not safe, and 
when I think of these and other things— 
worse, if tha: could be—1 am glad my 
young sisters have been fire by the ambi 
tion to earn @ livelihood in other ways. 

“It is a big question. and, as you say 
truly, there are two sides to it. Every 
wise woman must admit that. I should be 


glad to see a movement to elevate house- 
work to the same position with business 
life. K. .*

Suggestions for Emily F.“ 

No. 3 writes temperately and with judi- 
cial gentleness: 

**Suffer me to make a few suggestions 
that may be helpful to ‘Emily F.“ and to 
others so situated. 

First, as regards her having to occupy 
a room and bed with one whose personal 
habits are offensive—surely a competent, 
sensible, industrious, honest American girl 
could get a place aß general houseworker 
where she might have a room and bed te 
herself, a place where her days off would 
be twice as many as they are now where two 
maids are kept; viz., every other Thursday 
afternoon and every Sunday afternoon or 
evening. Her wages would range from $4 
a week for a beginner to $7 for a competent 
trained servant and the hours would be 
shorter than those she names. 

As for there being no place in church 
or society for a domestc, I think she seeks 
it in the wrong quarter. Any man who 
would turn from a girl merely because she 
works out would be shallow indeed in mind 
and heart and she is better off without him 
I should call him a snob.’ 

A for church, * Emily F.“ makes the 
mistake common to many others in large 
cities; sue attends a Jarge, fashionable 
church, where nobody knows her, or has 
ges or care to do so. Were I in her place 

I should seek a little struggling church— 
not of necessity of her own denomination 
Where any help. or even attendance, would 
be welcomed. Then I should begin by speak- 
ing to any one about me who seemed lone- 
ly and in need of a word of cheer. I would 
attend their. midweek prayer. service and 
when a‘ sociable was announced. I would 
be present, always seeking to befriend 
those who need help and trying to forget 
myself in ministering tothem. She would 
soon find that joy and warmth will come 
into her life. The world is full of good, 
refined people of limited means. Some- 
times when e feel ourselves unappre- 
clated it is because we are not with the 
right kind of associates. 

When I first came to this big, busy 
city 1 attended for three months a large 
church of my own denomination and felt 
utterly alone amid uncongenial surround- 
ings. Near to me was a Uttle struggling 


church of another denomination where 


Sunday school teachers were needed. I 
offered my services, took a class of ‘ bad 
boys {this usually means mischievous] and 
gave the best of my spare time and energies 
to them. I visited them in their homes— 
some of these very poor indeed—and did all 
the good I could. Some of my fellow teach- 
ers were refined, lovely men and women, 
although like myself in humble circum- 
stances, though I was easily the poorest 
of them, but I held on my way, never tak- 
ing a prominent place—and, O! the dear 
friends that I made! I have them still and 
the memory of that time still brightens and 
cheers me We were all too busy to visit, 
but the brightness crowded into that Sun- 
day afternoon helped me all the dark, lone- 
ly week when poverty and sorrow beset me 
on every side. 

„There is a sunny side for every one who 
seeks it aright and the way to find it is—to 
help others!

cerning The Right Kind of Rice’ 

interests me very much. 1 have 

repeatedly tried to obtain un- 
polished rice but though there isa so-called 
‘unpolished rice’ in packages obtainable 
at some places I have found the real thing 
on sale in but one grocery in Chicago. It was 
60 different in character and taste from 
common white rice, and so superior to it 
that I was both surprised and pleased. I 
particularly noticed that it was so extreme- 
ly nutritious that a smail portion only could 
be (aten ata time. When so much has ap- 
peared in print relative to the value of un- 
polished rice I cannot understand why it is 
not everywhere procurable. Many persons 
would buy it if they could get it in good con- 
dition, and it would surely become favor- 
ably known. Cannot we who are interested 
join in an effort to bring this kind of rice 
into. the market and create a popular de- 
mand for it? 

Mr. C. of the Vegetarian society once 
sent me a sample of what he called un- 
polished rice, but though not as shiny as the 
ordinary rice it was white and tasted not 
nearly as good as the unpolished rice I had 
purchased. In truth it had the same taste 
as the rice which everybody knows, 


‘I think I shall write to a firm of rice 
growers in the south and inquire into the 
reasons for depriving the public of good, 
honest, whole rice. If other consumers will 
do the same perhaps there will be desirable 
results. ANNA F.“ 

And we are much interested in what you 
tell us about the unpolished rice. I, too, 
have been unable to get it, although I have 
made inquiry o. the leading grocery firms in 
our largest cities. I have, for long years, 
advocated the claims of rice [even as we 
buy it) as a nutritious vegetable product, 
holding it to be when properly cooked su- 
perior to the ubiquitous potato in nutritive 
properties and in palatableness, as it un- 
doubtedly surpasses the rank tuber in 
wholesomeness. “ If we could only supply 
our markets with the real thing as it is 
described by yourself and others who have 
eaten it—the price of the tyrant potato 
would cease to rise out of the reach of the 
poor, with whom it is the chief of their 
vegetable diet.

A Mexican Recipe.

“One of these, I note, asks for Mexican 
‘recipes. We are right among them here 
(the Mexicans, not the recipes!). So, if she 
likes the following, I shail be pleased to 
send more: 

* BREADED PEPPERS.—Prepare a bat- 
ter of tolerably well beaten eggs and flour— 
about the consistency of cake batter. Two 
eggs, a teaspoonful of salt, and the re- 
quired quantity of flour should make 
enough in which to dip a dozen medium 
sized, long, green peppers. A tablespoon- 
ful of real cow’s cream makes it richer and 
serves to smooth the admixture. 

Put the peppers upon an iron plate over 
the blaze and scorch them well, turning 
frequently that they may not burn. This 
loosens the outer thin integument. When 
all are well scorched, put them into a pan 
of cold water for an hour. Remove the 
seeds by ‘slitting’ up one side, and peel 
off the skin, which, if the peppers are fresh, 
comes off easily, and leaves them smooth 
and whole. Dip each separately into the 
batter and fry in a generous panful of 
boiling hot lard or in any of the excellent 
cottonseed olls. I use the latter. The pep- 
pers puff up real nice and fat and come 
out of’ thea fat a beautiful golden brown 
They must be served at once.

How to Make Butter. 


Another Atlanta member puts in a plea 
that will commend itself to the practical 
housewife who is dependent upon country 
store and city grocery for one of the most 
impertant of domestic supplies: 

Will you let me know how to make 
gvnd butter from the milk of one cow? 
How long must the milk stand before it is 
ready for churning, and at what tempera- 
ture should it be when it 18 put into the 
churn” 

“The country butter—or what passes for 
suck—that we buy has a rancid taste, and 
soinetimes it seems to me that something 
Fce‘des milk has been put into it. I will 
thank you for any information on this 
eulject you may find time to give me.

KU TTER MAKING.—Proceed with the 
milk of one cow as you would with that o: 
twenty. 

Four the strained milk warm from tite 
cow into broad, shallow pans warm from 
a recent scalging. Have everything con- 
nected with the process scrupulously clean. 
Set the pans in a cool place and let the 
cream rise for twelve hours. Then take it 
off carefully and put it into the stone jar in 
which it Is kept for churning. Let the 
seccnd rising of cream accumulate upon 
the surface of the milk, and in twelve 
hours more skim this off and add to that 
in the crock. Then turn all into the churn. 
It should have loppered,“ or. as you say 
in the south, ‘‘ clabbered,”’ by then. Churn 
az soon as you have sufficient loppered 
cream for one churning, as it gets musty 
with long standing. Scald the churn well 
Lifere putting in the cream. Set it in a 
werm place, and when the milk is blood 
warm churn. 

Have ready some cold, clean water and 
plunge the dasher into this as you with- 
draw it from the churn after the butter has 
ceme Collect the floating bits dis- 
lodged from the dasher, and add to that you 
have gathered with it from the buttermilk 
-that nothing be wasted. Now, with a 
wecden paddle draw together the butter 
which should have been put into a bow! of 
ice cold water as the perforated dasher 
' -ought it up out of the buttermilk; press 
out the water and form it with the paddle 


intc alump. Set in a cold place for an hour, 


to harden. Then work and knead it in a 
wooden tray with your ladle until mot a 
d-op of moisture exudes and the butter 
looks like yellow marble. 

This done, work in a dessertspoonful (or 
twe teaspoonfuls) of fine dry salt for each 
rour.d of butter, using the wooden paddle 
threvghout the operation. Never touch 
butter with the hands in making it up Set 
aside again and in a cold place. 

New, for the last working. Mold with 
the paddle into rolls or “ pats.” Wrap 
cach roll in a clean wet linen cloth, which 
has no taint of starch or soap aboutit, and 
pack in a stone jar, sprinkling a little sait 
betu een the layers. 

Butter prepared in this way should be 
sweet and firm and absolutely without un- 
pleasant odor or taste. It is imperatively 
necessary that at each stage of the process 
cleanliness should prevail as to implements, 
vessels, and environment. Netting should 
be fastened over the pans and crocks to ex- 
clude files and germs and dust. Nothing 
that is likely to impart any odor to the 
cream, or butter should be nearit. Butter 
and milk are potent absorbents. The pe- 
cullar taste you fancy you detect in the 
butter you buy is probably the result of 
carelessness in this respect on the part of 
maker or vender.

“As T have been reading and Setting 
much good put of the various helps for the 
housewife published each week, I thought 
I might add something to the store which 
may be of use to somebody. 

“TO COOK TOUGH BEEFSTEAK-—If 
you want it for an early dinner, get your 
steak ready about 9:30 or 10 o'clock a. m 
Pound. it well with a potato beetle. Sprinkle 
liberally with flour. salt, and pepper at dis- 
cretion.and fry to a nice brown in the usual 
way. Then lay in a covered roaster, cover 
with water and cook slowly (covered) until 
noon. If the water boils away too much 
acd more from the boiling kettle from time 
to time. You will now have a deliciously 
tender steak. Take it up,thicken the gravy 
with browned flour and send to table in a 
gravy boat. 

“TOMATO PLE—Line a pie plate with a 
good rich paste, and fill with tomatoes cut 
into small pieces after peeling them. 
Sprinkle with flour enough to thicken them; 
a little pepper and salt and sugar to sweet- 
en it to taste. Cover with a top crust and 
bake. It may read like an odd recipe, but 
you will find the pie very. good. 

“TO RENOVATE FADED SHADES— 
Get a can of common paint of any color 
you may destre. I got willow green for 
mine. Spread newspapers upon the floor 
of a room you do not need to use for some 
days, and lay the shades upon the papers. 
Paint them smoothly all over. Let them 
get cOmpletely dry upon one side before 
turning them over to get at the other. Take 
time to put on as many coats as are needed 
to bring them to the desired tint. Two are 
usually sufficient, but use your own judg- 
ment in this respect. Let them get thor- 
oughly dry before you take them up.

Chili Con Carne. 

Tou have several times printed recipes 
for chili con carne, yet I see other requests 
for them. It has been my good fortune re- 
cently to come into possession of a dozen or 
more recipes for Mexican dishes, and, with 
your permission, I shall send in one or two 
now and then. ? 

„CHILI CON CARNE.—Cut the meat 
from a tender fowl] and put the bones over 
the fire to simmer slowly for two hours, 
covering them with cold water and fitting 
a cover upon the kettle. Cut the chicken 
into cubes about an inch long. Have ready 
in a broad Scotch kettle three tablespoon- 
fuls of sweet lard or dripping. When it 
hisses put in a small onion chopped fine. 
As soon as this begins to color add the 
chicken cubes and cook on both sides, turn- 
ing often until the meat ig half done. Ten 
minutes after the boiling begins again 
should be enough. Do not begin to fry the 
meat until the bones have cooked for two 
If they are well cracked 
the process of extracting the nutriment 
will be faeilitated. Set the kettle contain- 


“ing the bones in cold water to throw up 


the grease. Skim the liquid, strain, and 
after frying the meat ten minutes pour over 
it enough, stock to cover well. Simmer

closely covered for an hour, then add three 
tablespoonfuls of chili powder and half a 
dozen cloves of garlic which have been 
parboiled and chopped. Simmer all together 
for 4n hour longer, or until the meat-is 
very tender. 

“Ten minutes before taking out the meat 
put in three good sized tomatoes, cut into 
bits, and a teaspoonful of sugar. Cook 
steadily for the last ten minutes and serve. 

Pass wich this dish cakes made after 
the following recipe: 

‘TORTILLAS. Chop cold thicker, or 
veal, or fresh pork fine. Totwo cupfuls add 
a cupfuvl of green corn cut from the cod. 
or of canned corn, also minced fine. Season 
with salt and cayenne pepper to taste and 
mix to a paste with a good handful of corn 
meal, moistening with hot water. When 
you can handle the paste easily form with 
the hands into flat cakes, roll these in fine 
salted corn meal, and fry as you would 
fritters in deep fat. Maria D.“

Canning Fresh Meats. 
I note a request in the Exchange fora 
recipe for canning meat. I irclose nine. 
which I have tested and found safe. 

“TO CAN FRESH MEATS.—To begin 
with, all meats for canning should be per- 
fectly fresh and of good quality—not refuse 
cuts. 

Cut into small pieces of uniform size 
that will slip easily into the mouth of the 
jars. Discard all gristle and other undesgir- 
able portions, but use a good deal of clear 
fat. Salt to taste as for the table. Fill the 
jar snugly, but do not crowd the pieces in 
hard. When the jars are full put on the 
rubbers securely, screw down the tops, and 
set the jars in the boiler, the bottom of 
which ie covered with a thick bed of hay, 
to prevent cracking. Fill the boiler to 
within an inch of the top of the jars with 
cold water and set it over the fire. Heat 
slowly to the boiling point. then cook 
steadily for from three to four hours, ac- 
cording to the size of the jars and the kind 
of meat. Do not wash the meat before it 
goes into the jars, but the water in the 
boiler must be kept to the right level all 


the time, and the boiler be covered closely 


to keep int alk the heat. 

At the end of the given time remove 
the cans from the water and tighten the 
tops. When they are perfectly cod put into 
the cellar or other cool place where the sun 
will not strike them. It is well to wrap 


them In thick paper to exclude the Mght en- 


tirely. Move the jars cautiously, not to 
break the thick coating of grease upon the 
top of each. That helps to exclude the air. 

Meat thus preserved is dandy to be 


served cold, using the juices for soups and 


gravies. Or it may be fried or made inte 
meat ples, hash, stews, or other combina- 
tions of made dishes of flesh foods. 

Beef, veal, mutton, or pork, ground up 
ak sausage, may be put up in this way. f 
have frequently kept it over from one year 
to the next. Be sure that jars, rubbers, 
and tops are of the best and in perfect 
condition. They should all be sterilized 
before the mene goes in.

Women with short locks will be obliged to 
have them curled and brushed into thickness 
and growth. This new fashion will be a 
blessing in disguise. for it will necessitate an 
attention to the hair and scalp that has been 
neglected for years. 

The condition of the hair is often an index 
to the state cf the general health. its gloss 
and beauty depending in a great measure 
upon the bodily condition of the possessor. 
One of the greatest personal attractions of 
& girl is beautiful or, more truly, beautifully 
kept hair. 

The hair grows from five to seven inches in 
a year, It grows faster in the summer than 
in the winter. Interesting work has been 
done in counting the number of hairs on a 
head. One authority has averaged this num- 
ber at 120,000. Naturally the coarser the 
hair the fewer there will be, as a rule, to the 
Same area. 

It is supposed that black hair and light 
brown are the coarsest, very light hair as 
well as chestnut is the finest. Red and dark 
brown come in between. 

The hair consists of the.root, the shaft. and 
the point. The root is contained in a little 
bulbous cavity in the scaiv called the hair 
follicle. In this little receptacle the hair is 
ma nuiactured, and from this laboratory it 
pushes out through the surface of the scalp 
and continues its growth. 

If you take a hair between vour fingers and 
rub it from the point toward the root you 
will feel the little barbs, for the outside of 


the hair is made up of cells which overlap 


each other like the scales of the pine cone. 

The central portion of the hair is fibrous 
and makes up the larger part. To this is due 
the elasticity of the hair, the strength and 
to a great extent the color. It has been es- 
timated thay one hair will support the weight 
of four ounces on the average.

Pigment and Air Color Factors. 

The color depends upon two factors—pig- 
ment and the air. The difference, in the pig- 
ment is due to the different proportions of 
the chemicals which compose the coloring 
matter. 

It is always much better even if the hair 
turns prematurely gray to allow it to take 
its own course and never try to conceal! its 
natural condition by dye, for many dyes are 
most injurtous and the consequences of 
their use sometimes have been fatal. But 
in any case, with fhe most harmless dyes, 
the fact ts always Apparent that the color is 
artificial. 

Nature when left to herself is most likely 
to follow out the laws of harmony, and she 
so changes the rest of the face as to har- 
monize it with the color of the hair. You 
have all seen the effect of defying her in her 
natural processes. You heve all seen the 
face that would be beautiful framed with its 
own white hair, but which was startlingly 
ugly when surmounted by dyed locks. 

Whether hair is straight-or curly depends 
upon the shape of its cross section to a great 
extent. .

Principle in Use of Curling Iron. 


You often run a hair between the first 
finger and thumbnail to see it curl. In doing 
this you have shortened one side, which 
causes it to curl toward that side, This is 
the principle involved in the use of the curl- 
ing iron’ The heat contracts one side of the 
hair, which consequently causes it to curl 
toward that side. So it is with any form of 
curler. The cells of the hair are crowded 
together on one side and curl on account of 
this compression. 

The natural oil from the scalp is furnished 
by oil.glands, of which there are two or more 
to each hair. When the scalp is in a healthy 
condition no other dressing for the hair is 
necessary. 

The sun gives the hair a sheen that it ob- 
tains in no other way. After drying, the 
scalp should be well massaged with the 
finger tips until the whole is in a glow. By 
this procedure the requisites of beauty and 
health—cieanliness and vigorous circulation 
—have been fulfilleds 

During the whole process it is well to mas- 
sage the scalp. The polish of the hair is 
more essential to its beauty than even its 
texture or color. When sunshine is not 
avaliable vou may use fanning as a substi- 
tute. The loc&\s should be shaken from time 
to time during the drying.

Be Careful About the Hatpins. 
your hairpins with great care and 
never e those that are broken or those 
that have roughened edges. Run them 
through your fingers in order to detect any 
imperfections. Celluloid hairpins or orna- 
ments are dangerous, as they not infre- 
quently explode when brought near a flame. 
Be careful about the use of hatpins. They 
often iniure the scalp by scratching it or 
pressing into it. 


Select 
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The brush and comb should be cleaned 
once a Week by shaking it in hot water, in 
which there is a little ammonia, The comb 
should be carefully wiped between the 
teeth. The brush should be shaken through 
the water, being held parallel to the surfage of 
the water. If the bristles are wiped when 
they are wet they will dry soft. After 
rinsing, dry thoroughly in the sun with the 
brush standing on its bristles, otherwise the 
water will sdak into the back and ruin it. 

After the brush and comb are washed and 
before they are cried they should be ster- 
ilized. A shallow dish is most convenient 
for this pufpose. Into it enough formalin 
may be put to about cover the bristles of the 
brush. This solution must be used with care. 
A perfectly) harmless liquid is a 4 per cent 
solution of boric acid in which the brush and 
comb may be laid for ten or fifteen minutes. 

Be most particular rever to use the comb 
and brush belonging 0 any one but yourself. 


Hair Should fie? Tre ied Carefully. 

Hair should be treated carefully. In comb- 
ing your hair never pull it roughly cr rake 
out the snarls. If the hair is fine and tangles 
easily take time enough to separate the 
snaris with your fingers. If you grasp the 
comb between the thumb and the first two 
fingers and carefully craw it down the length 
of the hait you cannot exert enough force 
to do any harm. ang two or three genile ef- 
forts of this kind will generally disentangle 
of the snarls, without pulling out the 
air, as is often done by rough treatment. 
If you value the beauty of your hair. as 
re mentio never use a wire brush. as 
breaks the hair and pulls it out. 

In arranging the hair never use rats or 
false of any kind, because they wil 
necessat overheat the scalp and injure 
the growthof the hair. Never tangle the hair 
by combing it the wrong way in order to 
make the pompadour stand up. This also 
is injurious, as the hair is much more likely 
to be broken off when combed.

Do not, be led into buying a number of 
things you do not need, but that look attrac- 
tive; they probably would be but extras and 
not a part of a well planned dinner. Plan 
ahead (a week if possible), and for at least 
two days at a time, and use every leftover 
for something.

‘The amount of food consumed and wasted 
by the people of the United States would 
keep twice the number in better health if 
properly cooked and distributed. This would 
reduce the cost of food, as it would increase 
the supply. | 

“ Dry goods, clothing, notions, and hard- 
ware are if anything cheaper than they were 
ten, fifteen, or twenty years ago. Outside 
of food and rent a man and his wife and chil- 
dren can live as cheaply as he could ten, fif- 
teen, or twenty years ago. 

The increase in rent is caused by the in- 
crease in the price of labor. Increase in food 
prices is in part waste. The garbage can 
gets more than it did ten years ago. 

“A farmer works twelve to fifteen hours 
a day and does not eat one-half the meat the 
city man does. The cold storage system 
should be regulated by the government and 
no food product should be allowed to be 
wasted or destroyed.

Our coal cellar is partitioned 
from the basement and vegetables keep all 
right. Our. freight bill shows 400 pounds of 
potatoes, with charges of à cents a hundred, 
amounting to 81.32. Cartage from the depot 
to our flat—a mile and a half—was 75 cents. 
The potatoes cost us 30 cents a bushel, mak- 
ing a total of $4.07. 

“At present grocery prices of 75 cents a 
bushel we make a saving of almost $1, or 20 
per cent, and we have potatoes of better qual- 
ity than we usually buy.

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Famous Artists Advocate Method 

Among the advocates of the method are 
such names as Gleizes, Leger, Picabia, Van 
Dougen, and a number of other enthusiasts. 
All are well known in Paris and several have 
world wide fame. 

We are not trying to amuse people or to 
make pictures such as children might be proud 
to admit they had painted,” explaimed one 
cubiste. “We are not trying to make repu- 
tations by doing our work as grotesquely as 
we may, for we have much to risk and little 
to gain until we can make people—and that 
includes the critics—see just what we are 
after. „ 
“Up to the present time painters only have 

been successful in getting color; they have 
represented form by outlines, perspective, high 
lights and shadows. ‘They have forgotten 
when they were busy mastering the technique 
of painting that they first planned their fig- 
ures and scenes by laying out their canvas 
‘into so many cubes. They drew in the figures 
and rubbed out the cubes or outlines. 

“We are building up our work in the same 
way, except that we make these cubes the basis 
of the picture and do not rub them out.

The gallery proper occupied the extreme end of the 


house, extending two stories up, the interior finish +f 
highly polished wood and the lighting perfect. It con- 
tained the treasures of the world in paintings and 
sculpture, and tapestries and rugs which cost a fortune 
to collect. Some idea of their value is obtained when 
it is known that at forced sale the collection brought 
almost two and a quarter million dollars! 

The house and its treasures were bequeathed to the 
people of New York citf, although not to be transferréd 
formally until after his widow had enjoyed a life use 
of them. And he provided a fund to maintain the 
place as a museum. But he died suddenly, and the 
fortune, which had béen éstimated at $5,000,000, $10. 
000,000, nad even $15,000,000 was enmeshed in a tangle 
of financial complications. 

Even the widow, who had lived a most tinhappy 
domestic life, was often pressed sorely for ready cash. 
and it is said that her death in 1911 was the result 
of a broken héeart—she died prey to a continuous series 
of disa ppointments.

“Td rather stay a Gypsy,” she says, when talking of her husband's eventual 
social jump as heir to the Duke of Westminster, Lady Grosvenor says she would 
much prefer the traveling van in which she makes her back to nature pilgrim- 
ages each summer than the balls and receptions of royalty. 

Lady Grosvenor is so anxious to play her part well that during the time 
‘he is living the life of a Gypsy she nevet allows anybody to address her by any 
other name than Farah Lee.” 

Her friends might call this pastime eccentric were it not for the fuet that 
Lady Grosvenor is among the most admired of women in London, known for her 
independence and individuality. When she accepts invitations to smart dinners 
it is because her sovial position demands it aud not because of any pleasure she 
might derive from the affair. | 

She herself says: “Any man, woman, and child who wishes to be happy 
must live a simple life made up of as few wants as possible. The reason there 
is se much unhippitiess found among our city folk is because we live heees- 
sarily complex lives under the ititticite conditions that modern cities offer. 

“Even rural life does not offer the simple and wntrammeled life my family 
and I enjoy. The only people who are perfectly free from cares and really un- 
trammeled are the Romany people. They are the best socialists I know, for they 
have enough to live on and, they live unto the present, not worrying about the 
tomorrow.

Gypsy the Modern Philosopher 


„Tau say that this is no trick, if people earn their livelihood by begging 
and stealing, but you do pot know the Gypsies when you talk this way. In Dag- 
land every Gypsy must get a license, just as we do, which says that they will 
earn their living sud will not steal, beg, nor loiter on the way. 

1 didnot kpow all these good things about Gypstes;-at- least Buglish 
Gypsies, until 1 spent some time among them and saw just how they do manage, 
Some years ago we used to have a comfortable country house at Chester, a quaint 
northern Euglish town which was settled by the Romans many centuries ago. 

„We liked the place because of its double deck of old shops, strange Roman 
Walls, and the Gypsy families we met there. At first we were attracted to them, 
because they told us dur fortunes and owned such fine horses. There were three 
or fevr families in their camp, and we seon learned that there was not one in- 
dolent Gypsy among them. When the women were’ not busy cleaning up they 
made pretty baskets and did beautiful beadwork, which they sold in the town. 
The men were no less busy looking after the horses and doing fancy wrought iron 
work, whieh they sold. 
| After we had spent many happy hours in their eamps listening to the stories 
of how they spent their days, working just enough to get the necessities of living 
hd none of the foolish things, we decided that they were better philosophers than 
they knew. e we decided to try their mode of living. Now my husband and 
children would not change our simple camp for the most splendid of our country 
homes. 

To start right we bought two wooden caravans or houses on wheels. There 
is nothing pretentious about them— the are only large enough to let us sleep 
comfertably when we are traveling, and to carry our tent and necessary tools 
The horses were also bought of the Gypsies and are valued more for their strength 
than their beauty.” 

Few people would recognize Lady Grosvenor as Sarah Lee,” hawker of 
baskets, for this is the way she spends her leisure after the camps are cleaned, 
the meals cooked, and the pots and dishes cleaned. She makes baskets so well 
whe has no diffictilty in selling them. She saves the money thus earned and adds 
it to her charities @uring the winter. It is a rule in Sarah Lee's camp that the 
family shall do their housework without the assistance of any servants, Her 
husband spends his time caring for his horses and tidying. up the place. The 
children have their fun riding, but this pastime is only permitted after they do 
their part of their work, washing dishes and making baskets.

Though many tourists pass the tent when visiting the old town of Ohester, 
they have little idea that the Lees are not real Gypsies, but one of the richest 
and most prominent families in England. 

This is not to be wondered at, for it is hard to recognize Lady Arthur Gros- 
venor in « flaming red skirt, blue jersey, slouched straw hat, and immense gold 
earrings. The picture is completed by her bright red shawl thrown across her 
‘phoulders, and her heavy wooden shoes. , 

Her husband is usually attired in rough brown trousers, which fit into high 
boots, a gray shirt, and a bright kerchief tied about his head or laid across his 
shoulders. 

he children are dressed in the same simple clothes, made for roughing it. 

Feen the small details of Gypsy life are not overlooked when preparing for 
these outings. There are magpi¢s and caws that scream from their cages, hung 
on the sides of the vans, and the pots and pans that cannot be thrust inside are 
tied to the sides of the wagons. Their best friends dre allowed to visit them fot 
a short time, with the understanding that they put aside their fine clothes, their 
finished manners, and play the part of Gypsies. 

The Lee caravans usually make their way to Chester through the lovely and 
romantie coufitry of Oxfordshire, known to Americans as the home of the Penne 
and other Quakers. 

it takes about « week for them to make the trip to Chester. This is the 
enstest part of the work, for the making of camp calls for much labor. The 
cura vans RAVE to be emptied and everything sét to tights. But this is a good 
préliminary for the life that follows. 

Speaking of this experience, Sarah Lee, written “ Syeita Lee” in real Romany 
style, says: We amateur Gypsies get up at 5 o'clock in the morning, and I do 
the cooking. Tea, bacon and eggs are almost invariably the menu. At 8 a start

My little daughters, Barbara and Izel, are busy all the time helping me about the 
camp, doing some of the simpler basket work. They are especially successful at 
selling baskets, and my boy thinks it is splendid fun.“ 

Lady Arthur Grosvenor’s camping out fad has given rise to a similar one 
among the tipper ten in England. A number of the smart get are trying to prac 
tice the simple life, but they find less pleastite in the dolugs of the Gypsies. They 
apologize for their lack of enthusiasm by egplaining that this sort ef thing is 
natural to Lady Grosvenor, for she is one of the best all round sportswomen in 
England.

one time or another it is inevitable. It is often the result of 
extreme wealth; it is invariably the result of poverty. 

It is the poor man who, age after age, reveals the tragedy of 
man It is the poor man who works out this very problem of 
marriage. The attitude, of most poor people regarding marriage 


is expressed in their own words: 


“ What can you do after fifteen years?” 

In that time a man has become part of a woman’s life, the 
woman part of his; quarrel and dispute as they may, they find 
themselves bound together. In cases of trouble the rich husband 

can get away; the poor man cannot. He must stay and face his 


difficulties. This makes the poor man our best adviser. 


In the present mess the poor man has a good deal to say about 


marriage and divorce. 


The poor have retained the religion of domesticity. This is 


true in England; it is true in America. Consider, for instance, the 


importance of funerals among the poor. A funeral is a festival. 


All this is an outcome of intense home feeling, close ties of kinship. 


Marriage lasts among the poor; and because they are poor 


overcome difficulties for the sake of marriage. The poor 
man illustrates that divorce is not necessary; that marriage can 


be preserved, even m it is not always happy.

What usually happens in such cases is that the husband, worn 
out by hard labor, long hours, sick and tortured by his social con-

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The wife, harassed by a large family of children, burdened 
with overwork, possibly wanting food and clothes, is nervous, 
irritable, unstrung.

Neither is 
to blame. Both suffer a great deal. There are quarrels, bicker- 
ings, unhappiness, cruelty, perhaps. 

There are those who would advocate divorce as a relief from 
these situations; there are those who would blame God’s greatest 
institution. But the trouble does not lie in the institution of mar- 
riage. The cure does not lie in divorce. 

The blame rests with the people who have stolen the poor 
man’s property. The solution of the evil lies not—as I have said 
in divorce but in a more just distribution of the wealth of the 
world. ) 

And if America would evade the peril of the disruption of the 
home, if it would remain great, it must protect marriage by giving 
to the laboring man just wages, his share of the world’s wealth. 
Then much of the marital unhappiness would disappear. . 

You are seeking a relief from these conditions in America 
by easy and cheap divorce. Give the married couples food in 


plenty, a decent home—give the husband all he earns by his labor. 


That is the solution.

Anothen trouble is that you take it for granted that the desti- 
tute man must remain destitute. He would remain destitute for- 
ever unless some one took up his cause. So, instead of beginning 
with the poor man, his marriage, his home, it is up to us, both in 
England and America and everywhere, to begin at the other end. 

It is not easy divorce we want; it is a fair ‘distribution of 
property. Make the capitalist share his profits with the creators 
of his wealth; give men honest wages; the human equation would 
soon readjust itself. 

The rich would be all the better for having less; perhaps they 
would not want divorces were they forced by circumstances to 
consider domesticity in the light of the poor man. 

Now supposing that human beings were in a tolerable state 
of prosperity, the question then arises: Would they desire to 
live in fixed groups called families? 

I say they would. Were men and women economically free 
and not dependent upon one another, would they indulge in so- 
called free love? Would there be a constant — about, a 
seeking of experiences? 

Would this take the form of husbands ewe away from 
their wives, or wives running away from their husbands, and 
flitting from one to another, without a ceremony? Or would it 
_ take the form of getting a divorce again and again? Or, on the 
other extreme, would it mean à strict observance of the old 


church law whereby a man would have to murder his wife before 


marrying another?

Well, it makes no difference to me if a certain brilliant lady 
lecturer says so and so. The fact that one fady lecturer can orate 
from soap boxes is no reason that all women should try to orate; 
the fact that one discontented woman wants to vote is no reason 
that other women, needed in homes, should waste their time with 
the ballot.

**Fanny’'s First Play“ a Good One. 

Nothing could be more gratifying, more 

than the euccess of ‘‘ Fany's First 
Piay*’; in other words, Tears of Discre- 
tion,” by Frederic and Fanny Locke Hat- 
ton. From all sides the successful play- 
wrights are receiving congratulations. I 
know of no one who would have enjoyed 
the clever shafts of wit and the underlying 
motif more completely than Mrs. Hatton's 
father, the late Dr. Locke. one of the most 
drilliant mem who ever wore a surplice here. 
He was as noted in the larger civic life and 
in the social world as in the church. He was 
one of a striking group of men who made an 
epoch in Chicago society. Among them were 
Prof. Swing, Edward Mason, James Norton, 
N. K. Fairbank, Maj. Kirkland. Maj. Hunt- 
ington, John Crerar, and Huntington Jack- 
gon, all now gone to join the great majority. 
Among them Dr. Locke was known for his 
scintillating wit and clever repartee. 

In other directions our light is shining. 
Mrs. Carter Harrison's book, “My Lady of 
the Snows,” ip selling into its fifth or sixth 
thousand. 

A most charming little memoir is Mme. 
Charles Bigot’s life of her father, the well 
known portrait painter, G. P, A. Healy. Mr. 
Healy's delightful letters, which occupy. the 
second half of the book, bring one in touch» 
with so remote a time as the last quarter of 
the eighteenth century. John Quincy Adams, 
whose portrait he painted in 1845, related to 
him many personal incidents connected with 
his youth seventy years previously in France, 
when he went to school at Passy.

Bartlett Frescoes in Place. } 

An but two of Frederic Bartlett's frescoes 
in the council chamber of the city hall are 
in place now, and one has a chance to get 
their full impression. The vivid color scheme 
and the bold designs are striking and ef- 

fective against the background of warm 
English oak. The artist has emphasized 
and dwelt on Chicago’s industrial aspects. Its 
gtockyards, tron mills, great markets, and 
steel construction are all represented in 
concreté form, together with traffic on the 
river and the vast current of home-returning 
labor when the day’s work is done. The 
impression left on the mind is of figures, 
symbolic rather than human, embodying 
force in its various manifestations and pre- 
sented in masses of rather flat color, with 
blue predominating. 

Mr. Bartlett is planning a trip to southern 
France and the Riviera in the late winter 
in order to devote himself to landscape 
painting. His two canvases in the present 
exhibit of American art at the Art institute 
show the strong influence over him of the 
Munich school of painting. 

A fellow pupil of Mr. Bartlett’s, a French- 
man, Henri Le ‘Sidaner, has two canvases 
on view in room 39 of the Art institute. “They 
are lent by Mr. Martin Ryerson. Vivid, 
luminous, palpitating studies they are of 
moonlight. One is called The Seine and 
Pont Royal,” and the other, Fountain 
Moonlight ’’—though I hunted in vain for 
the fountain. In the same room is a charm- 
ing painting, “A Pardon in Brittany,” by 
Gaston La Touche, also lent by Mr. Ryer-

Dr. Jinso Naruse has done much to give 
women educational opportunities in the Jap- 
anese universities and other advance schools. 
He helped to found and is president of the 
Japanese women’s university at Tokio. He 
commenced this work of emancipation of 
Japanese women by founding two schools for 
girls, one in Osaka, known as the Balkajokko 
institution. It is a Christian school. 

Dr. Naruse has come to this country for 
the purpose of studying schools and clubs 
so he can remodel the universities for women 
along American. lines and also to establish a 
club for women at Tokio and in other Japa- 
nese cities. «Though he has met many inter- 
esting chub women and heard some learned 
discussions in the east concerning “ equal 
rights’ he does not believe that Japanese 
women are ready for these privileges. As 
he says: 

“In Japan we have no suffrage movement, 
nor any interest in suffrage We are not 
ready for it. To urge ‘ women’s rights for 
the quiet, retiring Japanese girl at present 
would be a mistake. She is not yet fitted 
to take her place in the political life of the 
nation. But it seems to me that to deny suf- 
trage to the already capable. progressive, and

The German genius did not scorn 
that exact knowledge and systematic meth- 
od which is science. It made it its golden 
@@ide star. It did not dismiss the professor 

dan amiable. theorist living in a remote 

im of his own, useless in practical af 
fairs. The German genius honored science. 
nét academically, but actually, and honor 
im sought its service. This wisdom science 
has repaid richly—and always will repay. 

‘There is a strong and undiscriminating 
tendency among Americans to distrust the- 
ory and to dismiss the student as a theorist. 
With all our zeal for education and our 
generosity to institutions of higher learning 
we have given men of learning little chance 
to serve society or the state save indirectly 
or in a cultural direction. 

We have much to learn from Germany, 
and most valuable of all this wise utiliza- 
tion of science and of learning. The profes- 
sor is welcome in the factory, in the legis- 
lature, in the councils of state. He has had 
ond of the chief roles in the making of mod · 
ern Germany. 

It is perhaps a good augury that a col- 
lege president is to be the next president of 
this republic. True science is right prac- 
tice. Sound theory is the parent of success. 
As time goes by the necessity for America 
t learn this lesson becomes plainer, for in 
the competition of the world the profession- 
al, not the amateur, wins.

CALL A CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION. 
In 1818 the state of Illinois adopted its 
first constitution. Thirty years later, in 


| 1848, it adopted its second constitution. 


Again, twenty-two years after that, in 1870, 
it adopted its third constitution. 

For forty-two years, without substantial 
amendment, this constitution has regulated 


$4.00 | the government of the state of Illinois. 
During these forty-two years greater and 
more farreaching changes of an economic 


and political nature have come over the state 
than took place between 1818 and 1870. 
The conditions arising between 1818 and 


1870 were met by two new constitutional in- 


struments, but the changes arising between 
1870 and 1912 have had to accommodate 
themselves as best they could to the code- 


friction between the new conditions and the 
old instrument increases. 

The state constitution is far different from 
the national constitution. The latter defines 
a few general powers for the federal gov- 
ernment. The former seeks to regulate the 
state government in the nicest particulars. 

Where able judges have accommodated 
the general terms of the national instrument 
to modern times, their lesser colleagues of 


the state bench have failed in their infinitely 


more difficult task. lh 

Even admitting that the judiciary has 
been unnecessarily stiff in its construction 
of the constitution, there remain specific 
provisions of the constitution which cannot 
be misunderstood by any court or any lay- 
and which are diametrically opposed 


to present day conditions. 


Among them are the requirements of mi- 
nority representation in the lower house of 


| the legislature. The requirement of the 


election of an infinite number of public offi- 
cers who should be selected under civil serv- 
ice rules. The general property tax, which 
is in reality a tax upon conscience and an 
ineentive to perjury: The prohibition by 
omission of legislation by initiative and veto 
by referendum. The limitation upon the 
bonding powers of municipalities, which pre- 
vents them from undertaking necessary do- 
mestic improvements. ,

bition by a single municipality. Therefore, 
the Supreme court, with extraordinary elas- 
ticity of construction, has allowed six mu- 
nicipalities to exist in one spot, thus evading 
the constitutional limitation. 

These taxing bodies exercise a human 
‘competition in getting for themselves the 
largest possible share of the public taxes 
and in spending them in the line of their 
particular activity with utter disregard of 
the general welfare. 


The constitution provides for the election 
of too many purely administrative offices, 
such as minor state offices and county offices, 
court clerks, surveyors, etc. 

The superabundance of governing bodies 
adds still more elective offices, the whole 
forming a confusing total so large that the 
voters cannot possibly be acquainted with 
the fitness of the aspirants. 

It is universally recognized that one of the 
prime requisites of better government can 
oy be brought about by the short ballot, 
which, in turn, cannot be had without con- 
stitutional amendment. 

Up to date cities study their needs of local 
transportation and then obtain them by mu- 
nicipal construction of transportation lines 
or by contract with private companies upon 
fair and equal terms. Illinois cities can- 
not do either of these things. ' 

They are forbidden by the constitution to 
issue bonds for more than 5 per cent of their 


| taxable valuations and are forbidden to issue 


separate bonds against any profit earning 
industries, such as water works, municipal 
docks or subways, 2 

In New York these latter debts are spe- 
cifically excepted from the debt ‘limit, but 
our constitution forbids such an exemption. 

In negotiating with private capital then, 
we can match only our power of enduring 
discomfort against the financiers’ monopoly 
of the right and power to give good transpor- 
tation. vy , 

Modern city conditions demand treatment 
undreamed of by our fathers. Highways 
must be opened up through congested dis- 
tricts for the needs of commerce. Un- 
healthy tenements must be wiped out or the 
slums will rot the minds and bodies of our 
citizens. Large recreation spaces must be 
created as much for the health and welfare 
of the inhabitants as for their pleasure. 

In European cities these community needs 
are recognized and handled in a business 


way. The public does not confiscate pri- 


vate property nor does the individual hold 

up the community. |

in handling this impossible law we must 
say that the taxing authorities have used 


general good judgment. Oppression for po- 


litical purposes has not been proved, Ex- 
emptions from the same cause have not beeu 
many. That taxpayers have gone far to 
help the tax raisers in business ways is an 
unavoidable result of the law. 

It will be readily admitted that the con- 
stitution has not been worked to its greatest 
possible advantage. But efforts to cure our 
troubles by a concentration of effort upon the 
legislature have not been successful. All 
the force of systematic campaigns for honest 
senators and representatives and all the 
force of public opinion working on the leg- 
islature that can be applied have been ap- 
plied. 

The beneficial power of legislative action 
is limited not only by the political consider- 
ations attending all lawmaking bodies of all 
kinds but also by the fundamental faults in 
the makeup of our legislative system. 

The first, minority representation, pro- 
vided soon after the civil war and during the 
time that the horrors of congressional recon- 
struction of the south were disgusting al! 
honest men, was introduced to give repre- 
sentation to the small minority of Democrat; 
during that time when men held to their 
party allegiance with the same force that 
they held to their common nationality. 

Of late years this method has furnished 
the clever political manipulator almost sure 
means of election and retlection to office. 
Under its provisions our most notorious cor- 
ruptionists have been triumphantly elected 
and reélected. A few of these mercenaries, 
with their familiarity with legislative pro- 
cedure, are able to obstruct if not dominate 
an honester majority. Combined with the 
uncontrollable habit of gerrymandering, it 
can set popular Majorities at naught. 

The first evil can be eradicated by abolish · 
ing minority representation. Thesecond by 
a carefully constructed system of direct leg-

will permit the popular majority to reject

Something may be gained from time to 
time by the amendment of some particu- 
larly offensive section of the constitution, or 
by the amendment of the amending clause 
greater progress can be made. 

It is more than likely, however, that the 
various reforms competing for the attention 


of the legislature will prevent that body in | 
| the future as in the past from acting on any 


of them.

EUGENICS. 
UGENICS means beginning well. 
Negative eugenics bas to do with 
| all the efforts, educational and -leg- 
islative, persuasive and mandatory, 


& to prevent children being brought 


into the world when it is a certainty that 
such would belong to the class of congenital 
insane; markedly 
mentally or morally deficient and habitual 
paupers—the entire group of those quite cer- 
tain to become either burdens on society or 
active enemies thereof. 

Positive eugenics has to do with all of the 
educational and persuasive efforts that can 


be made to encourage bringing into the world 


progeny of the best physical, mental, and 
moral type. 


For many years the improvement of en- 


vironment has held the center of the stage. 
This has been proper, still is, and always 
will be. But the fight for better environ- 
ment has been so fierce that the inheritance 
factors of racial improvement have been 
overlooked. | 

In the improvement of live stock, the in- 
heritance side has been developed out of 
proportion to the hygienic side. In conse- 
quence, although we have physical perfec- 
tion in the Berkshire hog and in the Hol- 
stein cow, there is enough of cholera and 
tuberculosis to offset the good accomplished, 
at least to heavily dent it. 


~~ 
When we come to the human race, the 
human kind of cholera has been eliminated 
by, and consumption is yielding to, improved 
environment, but on the inheritance side 
there has been no effort commensurate with 
the needs. Inthe case of lower animals, the 
inheritance side can well afford to wait while 
a great movement for better stock hygiene 
grows. In the case of the human animal, 
knowledge of the inheritance factors and 
the application of that. knowledge must 
grow, else the gain from. bettered environ- 
ment will be lost. 


When Galton began to publish his ob- 


servations and conclusions, calling his new 
science stirpticulture, he was assailed by a 
lot of people who tried to make him ridicu- 
lous by charging that he proposed to breed 
men as hogs and horses were bred. About 
the only effect this clamor of the foolish had 
on Galton was to induce him to change the 
name of his new science to eugenics and to 
insist that the word education be incorpo- 
rated in the name of the Eugenics society. 
This sop he threw the ignorant carpers, but 
otherwise he ignored them.

He saw the need of gathering information 
from every possible source—from sweet 
peas, guinea pigs, fowls, hogs, dogs, cows, 
and horses. Such conclusions as were ap- 


‘ plicable to the human subject he applied,

see that the methods of eugenics in the hu- 


man subject differed from those applicable

Galton especially emphasized positive 
eugenics. This kind of eugenics begins with 
the study of heredity. Every observation, 
every bit of data, every experience that can 
cast any light on the subject he gathered in. 
All of this data is classified, studied, ana- 
lyzed,.and aystemized...As fast aa possi- 
ble conclusions are drawn from the data on 
hand. These conclusions are made avuil- 
able for those interested. 

Positive eugenics also embraces efforts 
to interest prospective parents in parent- 
hood; to convince them that it is their priv- 
ilge, and, in the end, will mean their happi- 
ness, to give heed to eugenics teachings. 
This phase of the subject—the sublime duty 
of the youth to himself, his intended and his 
future, to marry with heed ratber than heed- 
lessly—is forcibly and eloquently set forth 
in Nering’s booklet, The Super Race.“

It is not the opinion of the best authorities 

that much is to be accomplished by com- 

pulsion. A year before he died Galton 
wrote: 


The power by which eugenic reform 


must chiefly be effected is that of popular 
opinion, which is amply strong enough for 
the purpose whenever it shall be aroused.” 

It is the general opinion of the English 
writers that negative eugenics in the United 
States has gone ahead too rapidly; that we 
did not study the questions deeply enough 
before passing laws. Such was the opinion

After 
the passage of a law there is a period in 
which the efforts of administrators are di- 
rected toward education through the law, 
enforcement being incidental to the main 
work done.

Any one who reads the reports of Sharp 
will understand that in Indiana, where more 
work in negative eugenics has been done 
than anywhere else, the eugenics operations 
are optional. They have been done with the 
consent, and, usually, at the request, of the 
person operated on. Such a limited execu- 
tion of the law could have little other effect 
tran that accomplished by stimulating inter- 
est in the inheritance factors of idiocy, fee- 
blemindedness, and habitual criminality. 
When the movement for the conservation 
of health began to attract the attention of 
the. indifferent there were those who lent it 
no aid, and even at times opposed it because 
they believed in Herbert Spencer's doctrine 
of “ The Survival of the fittest.” ‘ 
Before the Chicago City club Mr. Bridges 
of London called attention to the difference 
between the ordinary idea of what this doc- 
trine meant and Herbert Spencer’s idea. 
The survival of the fittest means the sur- 
vival of those fittest to survive, and that is 
all. The best of a race are not necessarily 
the fittest to survive. The advancements 
are always made by those who are a little 
When the 
average has been adapted to advanced stand- 


ards the force for advancement becomes the 


fittest to survive, but when it does it is no 
longer a force for advancement, 


— „ 
A judge who in his decisions sticks close 
to precedents will have few reversals—an 
offshoot of the idea of the survival of the 
fittest. But, on the other hand, he will 
petrify the law. Justice is carried forward 


| by men with a sense of social justice di- 


rected by judgment. Such men are often 
reversed. As Mr. Bridges put it, if a polar 
bear and a Lincoln were set down on an 


| arctic island, the bear would survive because 


he was fittest. 

Galton uses the term—worthy—as mean- 
ing those who should survive,.and can do 
so when society is so organized as to make 
for race betterment. | 

Another influential group has opposed the 
entire health conservation: movement both 
in its hygiene and in its environment features

If the idea of those opposed to the policy 
of human conservation because of their be- 
lief in the survival of the fittest was correct, | 
why is it that society has been evolving 
away from the old? Man’s tendency is al- 
ways upward. The constant trend from 
savagery, even when it be justice to human- 
ity, must be right because it is the trend. 

Again, the death rates are getting low, 
invalidism less, the average of efficiency 
higher—the newer ideas must be right, the 
older ideas must be wrong.

Scientists find ample demonstration of 
the truth of this logic. Care of environment 
and thought for imheritance mean lowered 
death rates; they also mean heightened ; 
health rates. 

Havelock Ellis says: In a policy of the 
survival of the fittest the fit survive, but 
though the relatively strongest have sur- 
vived, their relative strength bas beep im- 
paired by the very influences which have 
N. altogether fatal to their weaker rela- 

ves. ; 

Furthermore, he elsewhere adds, not 
only must an undue struggle with unfavora- 
ble conditions enfeeble the strong as well 
as the weak; it also imposes an intolerable 
burden upon these enfeebled survivors. It 
involves the multiplication of the diseased, 
the maimed, the feebleminded, of paupers.

| We live under the tyranny of fact. 
We are dominated by the spirit of 

) the museum. We are in danger of 
reaching a condition where\ the 
world is nothing to us but a collection of 
classified and dried specimens, where all 
truth is something to be arranged in a glass 
case, where all principles are things to be 
pigeonholed. We insist on the virtue of 
accuracy, and that is splendid. We seek 
to cultivate the habit of exactness, and the 


| goal is one to be desired. We warn men 


to keep close to reality, and that is a charac- 
teristic which is most valuable., The trouble 


is that we carry this tendency to such an 


extreme that we lose sight of the dangers of 
logical clearness. We forget that the more 
universal a principle is the more it eludes 
the subtlest definition, covers a whole row 
of pigeonholes, and fades in a margin of 
mystery. The situation was well put not 
long ago by Chesterton in a “ Christmas 
hymn”: 
O, we have learned to peer and pore 
On tortured puzzles from our youth, 
We know all labyrinthine lore, 
We are the three wise men of yore, 
And we know all things but the truth. 

It is possible to delve and dig, and develop 
the spirit of precision, until we fancy the 
mole knows more than the lark. Facts of 
analysis are good, but so are facts of faith. 
The formula H20 is valuable as a symbol 
of water, but it will not take the place of a 
millrace. A mariner can reach his port even 
if he never heard of the discovery of Camp- 
bell that the pole star is in reality three stars, 
not one; and a man can attain to moral 
grandeur of character, can reach ports of 
purity and havens of truth, even if he is 
totally ignorant of many of the best estab- 
lished facts of science. Even Renan felt 
compelled to remind his readers that Co- 
lumbus discovered America, though he start- 
ed from very erroneous ideas.” I venture to 
say that the goal of Christianity is one that 
can be reached by men whose religious 
theories and theological explanations are 
most strange and indefensible things. Chris- 
tianity is not an explanation, but an experi- 
ence. 

There are convictions that are like the 
light that goes out when you break the globe. 
There is many a great truth that the soul 
cannot label, or express, or justify at the bar 
of the understanding, or fit into a system of 
thought, but to which it leaps with an intui- 
tion, justifies on grounds of faith, or values 
with the estimates of love. This, too, is 
knowledge. This, too, is reality. In the 
hour of high resolve, in the experience of

From no standpoint is a nation justified in 
neglecting its people. Or to quote Gold- 
scheid: The protection of the weak is the 
protection of the strong against degenera- 
tion,” |

There are more than à dozen well devel- 
oped studies of families where eugenic 
neglect has cost the state heavily. Prob- 
ably the best known of these is the Jukes 
family in Tee east, the care of whose progeny 
of feeblemindedness, epilepsy, and criminal- 
ity cost the state of New Yark $1,250,000. 

Another such family was that reported by 
Poellman of Bonn of the descendants of a 
female confirmed drunkard. Six genera- 
tions consisting of 800 ‘people had 107 il- 
legitimates, 102 professional beggars, 64 in 
almshouses, 181 prostitutes, 76 convicted 
of serious crimes, and 7 of murder, costing 
the state $1,206,000. | 

Another well known illustration is the 
Ishmael family which came into Marion 
county, Ind., from Kentucky in 1840, and 
since has been a source wf great expense tu 
that state. 

On the other hand, there are just as good 
illustrations of the potency of good breed- | 
ing. Davenport says: The germ plasm 
of an Austrian who migrated to the United | 
States three generations ago has produced | 
a race of yacht builders who enable this 
coumry to maintain its supremacy in the 
sport of yachting.” 

A good illustration is the phenomena} Ed- 
wards family with its great train of great- 
ness. Other illustrations are the Lees of 
Virginia and the Breckenridges of Ken-

But about the best illustration of benefit 
to mankind from good breeding is the Dar- 
win family, which furnished England Eras- 
mus, Charles and Leonard Darwin, and Sic 
Francis Galton. Erasmus was of the first 
to write on the influence of environment on | 
heredity; Charles, the expounder of erolu- | 
tion; Leonard, director of the first eugenics 
congress; Sir Francis, founderof the science 
of eugenics, who left his fortune to endow 
research and educational effort for the im- 
provement of the race.

quis Huntly, and, strange though it 

may seem to those who are aware that 
the head of the historic house of Gordon is 
that English peer, Lord Huntly, who is also 
the Premier Marquis of Scotland, his Polish 
namesake bore his title with perfect right 
and warrant 

True, the patent if his dignity, dated 1656, 
did nat bear the sign manual of any Scotch 
or English ruler, but that of King John 
Casimir of Poland. and in 1699 the grand diet 
of Poland reaffirmed the patent in favor of 
the first Polish Marquis Huntly’s grandson 
John, declaring that he, commanding a 
Polish Hussar regiment at the time, was the 
only Gordon authorized to bear the title of 
Marquis Huntly—in Poland. 

The Polish Marquesses of Hustly are de- 
scended from the second Scottish Marquis 
of Huntly, who set himself against the 
mighty covenant, and fought bravely for 
Charles I., being utlimately beheadied as an 
adherent: of that ill fated ponarch in 1649. 
This Scotch Lord Huntly had five sons. The 
eldest, George, fell at the battle of Alford. 
The second, James, likewise predeceased his 
father, dying of grief resulting from thedeath 
of Charles I., to whom he was devoted. 
Lewis. the third son, succeeded his father 
in the Scotch marquisate, and his line event- 
vally became extinct. with the death of the 
fifth Duke of Gordon in 1836, when the duke- 
dom lapsed, and the marquisate went to the 
descendants of Charles, the fourth son of 
the second Scotch marquis. It is from him 
that the present Scottish Marquis of Huntly 
is descended. 


— 

The fifth son of the second Scotch marquis 
was Lord Henry Gordon. and withfhis twin 
sister, Lady Catherine Gordon, he was taken 
in his childhood to Warsaw, where they were 
both brought up as Poles, Henry being na: 
uralized on attaining manhood. and receiving 
from King John Casimir the Polish mar- 
quisate of Huntly. His sister, Lady Cath- 
erine, married Count Andrew Morsztyn, 

rand treasurer of Poland, and one of tha 
most celebrated of Polish poets. . Of this 
union there was an only son. killed at the 


| siege of Namur in 1692, and two daughters,’ 


one of whom married into the princely fam- 
ily of Lubomirski, while the other became 
matrimonially allied to the still more famous 
house of Czartoryskl, and was the grand- 
mother of Stanislas Poniatowski, last king 
of Poland 

This first Polish Marquis of Huntly wrote 
some letters, still in existence, to Charles 
II., signed Henry Gordon de Huntly,’’ lay- 
ing claim to certain moneys from the estates 
of his nephew, George Duke of Gordon, and, 
although no mention is made thereof in 
„ Burke's,“ he married and had child:en 
and grandchildren, Polish genealogical 
works of recognized authority containing 
records of their names. births, and deaths. 

The grandson, gin, in whose favor the 
grand diet of Poland reaffirmed the Polish 
marquisate in 1699, as above stated, had by 
his son Peter, presidént of the High Court 
of Justice of Poland, a number of grand- 
sons. one of whom, Joseph, founded the great 
German military fami.y of Von Gordon, mem- 
bers of which are to be found in the kaiser's 
army and navy today He lies buried in the 
castle of Marienburg. Another son founced 
the Austrian Von Gordons. and it is on rec- 
ord that both the Berlin and the Vienna 
crown departments of heraldry, while au- 
thorizing them to use the name of Von Gor- 
don, declined to permit them to style them- 
selves Huntly, on the ground that the chief 
of their branch of the family still existed as 
Polish Marquis of Huntly at Warsaw.

The Polish Marquis Huntly at, the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century achieved fame 
and distinction as @ cavalry general, and his 
grandson Francis, who has just died, never 
married, so that the Polish ine becomes 
extinct, though still represented by. the de- 
scendants of the first Polish marquis in Ger- 
many and in Austria.

T has been said that woman is an acci- 


dent in the history of a people as in\the 
life of man, but she has proved a delight -

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League Aids 


EW organizations are doing such valua- 
ble work as is the Immigrants’ Protec- 
tive league, situated at 743 Plymouth 
court. The league occupies a small 
building across from the Dearborn 

street station, so that it can come into close 
‘touch with the thousands of immigrants that 
come to Chicago every year. By special ar- 
rangement all of those who come into the 
station are sent across to the league. After 
their names and addresses dre obtained they 
are sent to relatives ard friendm If they have 
none of either the league loéks after them 
until they are located in Chicaga 


During the last year 5,204 men, women, and 
children were cared for in this way. Those 
who carry suspicious addresses of friends are 
sent to the league antik ‘these addresses are 
investigated. 


The league receives from the various ports 
of entry the names of the women and giris 
who are coming to Chicago, These girls are 
visited by representatives of the league who 
are able to speak their language, advised

With these facts before us, does it not seem 
reasonable to look forward to a big poultry 
year for the poultry breeder who has stock 
and eggs to sell? The prospects in the poultry 
business never looked brighter, and my pre- 
‘diction is the coming Year will shew still 
te for the poultry raiser. 

Poultry shows are, a8 a rule, not a money 
making proposition. They are promoted and 
conducted py organizations composed of 
poultry fanciers, who are interested in edu- 
cating the publie in the breeding of pure 
bred poultry of all standard varieties. The 
door receipts help to pay the many cash 
prizes and other trophies offered to encour- 
age the breeding of better specimens of the 
various varieties of our domesticated fowls. 
Without these exhibitions the progress of im- 
provement in the standard varieties would 
be reduced to a minimum, and the poultry 
raisers be handicapped in their endeavor to 
advance the growth of the pure bred poukry 
industry in this country. 

The state and county faire encourage ex- 
hibite of thoroughbred poultry, put they 
come at a season of the year when fowls are 
molting, and the young stock is not fully 
developed, hence the breeders must depend 
upon the winter poultry exhibitions to show 
up the good qualities of the Various breeds to 
the very best advantage. 

The two best poultry shows in America 
are held annually in New York and Chicago, 
and there has always been rivalry between 
these two big show centers to outdo one an- 
other. For yeare New York City’s Madison 
Square garden sbow has been able to outclass 
Chicago, but the Coliseum Poultry show, 
which opens in this city next Thursday, the 
i2th, promises to take the laurels of suprem- 
aty away from the eastern metropolis, and 
crown the Chicago show of 1912 asthe biggest 
and best potliry show on thé continent. 

The 428 exhibiters will ea show a string 


twenty-five of the best poultry states—-I1li- 
noia, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio. Kentucky, 
Missouri, Towa, Wisconsin, Nebraska, Mas- 
sachueetts, Minnesota, California, Kansas, 
Alabama, Pennsylvania. New York, Tennes- 
see. New Jersey. Maryland, Virginia, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Washington, North Dakota, Mon- 
tana, and two provinces in Canada. This 
will be a battle of the giants in the poultry 
field, and will include some prize birds direct 
from the Crystal palace show in London.

V often hens will sit on a setting of-valu- 
Mig eggs for a few days and then forsake 
them, and if the poultryman should be with- 
out another broedy hen at that time, which 
generally happens, the egsareruined. From 
an economical standpoint the incubator is 
preferable to the hen. Hens when hatching 
and broeding the chicks do not lay, and it 
takes from ten to a dozen hens to take care 
of as many eggs as one 150 egg incubator, 
whereas such an incubator can be operated 
for about 31 for the three weeks’ run. The 
loss of eggs from ten hens would exceed this 
amount, not figuring the difference in the 
labor of taking care of ten broody hens and 
one good incubator. 

By hatching with an incubator and brood- 
ing in a brooder the chicks will be of a uni- 
form age and in one lot, thus reducing the 
labor in caretaking. They will also be less 
apt to be troubled with vermin, as these in- 
sects aré generally transferred from the old 
hen to the chicks. It has been proven time 
and again that chicks hatched In a good ma- 
chine are just as vigorous as those hatched 
under biddy.”

Poultry Editor Tribune.J—Among my flock 
of Rhode Istand Reds I have one individual 
hen which lays eggs much smaller than the 
rest. I know which hen it is, ande she seems 
to be in the best of health. She formerly laid 
eggs the same size as the others.

ETWEEN license and liberty of 
speech as practised in the recent
